trade) I went to Yargoe Hoala^ in very bad 
weather, the place where the Eaft India fhips 
ufualiy anchor, when Riff' and Feol^ and the 
other creeks in the Gothen]burgh rocks, are 
filled with ice ; by which means they avoid the 
inconvenience of fawing the ice in order to 
clear their paffage. The above place, which 
derives its name from the Ifle of Vargoe^ or 
the J/le of Wolves, is a Swedifli mile» and a 
half from Gothenburgh. I made this journey 
by land as far as Hinjholm, and there went on- 
board the frince Charles, which was the firft 
three-deck fhip employed by Sweden in the 
Eaft-India-trade. It was lately built at Stock- 
holm, ^nd ksbulk was 390 tons; it wasmacj'- 
ned with 132 men, almoft ready to fet fail, and 
bound for Canton in China^ 

Wood is much wanted in this country; 
and for this reafon the pilots, and all the other 
iflanders, are obliged to buy this commodity 
in town, where of late its price is greatly 
rifen ; or to burn turf, which is dug in paral- 
lelopipeds, as it was formerly in Hollands In

' this province turf was not common fo early as 
1 670, fo that the citizens of Falkenbergh and 
Labolm petitioned for the free importation of 
it, but were refufed. In 1672, the town of 
Labolm obtained, that the turf dug in that 
diftria fhould pay. no duty. At prefent the turf 
is managed in Holland in a different manner 
from what it was before ; which method the 
peafants of Flare learnt only 30 years fincc 
. from the inhabitants of Salkenber^h and Ward' 
bergh ; it is thus done. As foon as the farmer 
has fown the fummer corn, he goes to the turf- 
moor : the firft comer^ takes the beft place : 
feveral pari(hes divide a moor amoag{l them- 
. felves. They .at firft take oflF the green fods, 
as far as the roots of heath and grafs reach : 
they then pour 'water upon the turf mould, 
and dig it out by little and little, till they 
reach a fandy foil. In the middle of the moor 
they may dig a fathom deep, but not fo deep 
on the fides. The hole is made floping on two 
fides, fo that they may drive into it with a 
horfe and cart. The mud is then carried out 
of the hole upon the field, there fpread with 
the fpade to the thicknefs of three or four 
inches, and cut crofs-ways, fo that it may be 
broken into quadrangular pieces. But thofe

who defire to have thrir turf ftill harder, 
fqueezc the mud, whilft foft, into round 
pieces refembling loaTes, and iet them dry in 
the fields, laying them dpfe by one another. 
The turf which is grown a little harder is 
laid in heap?., yet fo that the wind may pafs 
through, and is fceltered from rain. In fum- 
mer, the turf is carried home, put under a 
roof, and ufed in brewing, baking, boiling, 
and for warming rooms. The turf foil is 
either reddifli, brown, or black, all which is 
equally good according to the account of the 
peafants ; but they add, firft, that the turf 
niuft never be mixed with fand, which in- 
xreafes its bad fmell ; fecondly, it muftnot be 
mixed with clay, which hinders it from burn- 
ing ; and thirdly, it muft be clear .of all wood 
and great roots, becaufe the ground about 
them is always very loofe. They commonly 
find the beft moors in large fields, becaufe the ' 
roots moulder better there than in woods, and 
the water is more eafily carried off. Often 
the beft turf foil is found upon moors where 
heath grows; This plant is' always to be met 
with in good turf-'moors, where the wind 
blows freely, and wherQ other plants are 

mouldered 
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mouldered away ^; as we find in Holland, and 
other countries, ^^hich are in want of woods, 
and where turf has been in'ufe for a long 
time. Yet I know that the -foil in fuch moffes 
or moors, where heath is not yet rooted, is 
ufed alfo for turf, efpecially where there is no 
choice. It has been obferved, that turf-earth 
is a fort of foil produced from mouldered 
plants ; and feems to confift chiefly of a moul- 
dered, fed mofs. Sphagnum palujlre, Linn, 
which in Weftrogothia is called hweetare Mofs 
(and from this probably the tnofles, Mojfar^ 
take their name ; which elfe are called 'ik^rc^r, 
perhaps from Myror, ants, or pifmires, for 
they frequendy are met with in this mofs) ; 
1 myfelf found this mofs in a woody moor, 
cYcry where at a fathom^s depth, and always 
frefli. 

^ Erica^ heath, never grows in turf moors before they 
are q6ite dry ; for it cannOt bear wet, and often perifhes 
when the place where it grows is under water, as T>r^ 
Linnaus has obferved in his Iter Scanicim. But the Erica 
myriae folio hirfutay Bauh. pin. 485. grows in marlhy 
mofles «nd moors ; and I have found this variety of heath 
(whjdr is uncommon in Germany) "in Nfecklenburgh, 
amongd the ledum paluftre^ or marfti ciftus, and the 'vacei^ 
nium uligino/umy great bilberry bulh. But in what manner 
the common foiooth heath changes into this roogh fort is 
unfcnowB to me, and is worthy of farther enquiry. D. S.

The Fmroe ifles, which we faw this morn- 
ing, looked as gloomy as the weather of this 
feafon. You fcarce fee any thing elfe than 
high mountains covered with fnow, a cloudy 
ficy, and a roaring fea. Thefe iflands belong 
to Denmark, which provides them with corn ; 
and the iflanders, who are faid to be very in- 
duftrious, re-pay it with ftockings, waiftcoats, 
gloves, quilts, and train-oil, •&c. ; for breed- 
ing of fheep and' fifliing are their principal 
trades. It is faid, that they catch a great 
many whales \ that they eat dry cod-fifh in- 
Head of bread ; and that they put their Iheep-' 
tallow under ground, in order to ufe it after- 
wards as butter or oil.

OuR-feamen gave the name of Northcaper 
to a fort of whale which is difcovercd bjr its 
throwing up the water ; it is Delpbinus oua^ 
or the Grampus. The Danifli miifionary Hans 
Egede fpeaks thus of it, in his treatifc called 
Gamle Greenlands nye perlujiration (or a New 
Review of old Greenland) : " The fpecies of 
" whales called the Northcaper derives it's 
** name from the North Gape, ia Nprwajr, 
" where they are numerous ; yet they are 
" iikewife found about Iceland, Greenland, 
*' and other countries \ for they look for the 
*' places where herrings and other fmall fifh 
** arc in plenty, and often a ton of herrings 
" have been found in the ftomach of fuch a 
** whale. The Northcaper is very like tlie 
" Balanaphyjalusy or fin-fifli, which beiijig a 
" very nimble fi(h goes into the open fea, as 
*^ if it were afraid of becoming a prey to its 
" enemies if it approached the coafts. Tliis 
^^ kind has a more folid fat, and its whalebone 
" is not fo long and good as that of the for-

In the forenoon we faw Cape Vincent, a pro- 
tnontory in Spain. The Ihores appeared high 
and white, and the ever^-green trees made the 
country look very fine* 

January 4th. 

The Granate mountain (hewed itfelf to the 
right at a great diftance, oii account of its 
• prodigious height. 

The Rock St. Pedro, which Was to the 
right, was quite frefli in our memories, on 
account of the fhip called Sweden, which the . 
crown of Sweden had defigned for a prefent 
to the Turkifti Emperor, but was loft here in 
November 1738, when Captain WagenfeW, 
was condufting her to Conftantinople. Of 
the artillery which was recovered out of the 
water, fix brafs cannon and a mortar arc 
ftill to be feen at Cadiz, all infcribcd with the 
pame ^d ^rms of that raoft glorious King. 

Charley 
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Charles the Twelfth and ar^ kept there for 
\the Swedifti fervice. 

White ]gulls and herring gulls (Larus canus 
etfu/cus) were here in fuch flights, as if they 
would difpute with the fiihermen about their 
right of fiflung. 

The greater and leffer Porcos are two rocks 
on the ftarboard, at the entrance of the por; 
of Cadiz : we happily pafled by thenr. Whea 
the water is low, they are very confpicuous; 
but when it is. high, they are known by the 
breakers only. 

St. Sebajiian^s is acaftle upon a little ifland 
near Cadiz, )?ehich, with two other caftle», 
ferve to defend this town. 

The Gulf of Cadiz j or the Road, is well 
known under the name of the Spanifh-bay, 
where the fliips of many nations yearly come^ 
and where we likewife* caft anchor after a fix 
weeks voyage, and having fuffered a great 
ftorm. After fainting, we were welconied by 
feveral of our countrymen. We faw Cadh 
gnd Puerto real, on the bay ; Puerh de SattSta 

Mari4 
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Maria direfiiy oppofite Cadiz, and Rota fur- 
ther on towards the fca. 

The ^arantine-boat (or praftic-boat, as 
the Swedes call it) was a floop covered with 
green, which was rowed by twelve men, and 
in it were two or three gentlemen of the cpl- 
legc of health in Cadiz. After the floop had 
joined our veffel, they afked whence the fliip 
came? what was her name, and that of her 
captain \ how many men file had ? &c. The 
anfwers they received were written down upon 
paper. We likewifc Ihewed them our fliip's 
journal, and told them that they would find in it 
the name, and manner of the death of a man that 
was killed by a fall. They took the journal with 
them on ihore, in order to fhew it to the col- 
lege ; but firft ordered u? to let none go out 
of the (hip before they had obtained leave : 
for this reafon we put a goofe upon our fore- 
top-maft, which is a fign of a fliip's keeping 
the quarantine. 



Jajauary the 1 3 th, and the following days. 

I SAW on-board a Swedifh fhip fpme orfelle, 

or oricelle (Lichen roccella), a fpecies of mofs 

^ which 
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which grows upon the Canary Iflands, cfpeci- 
ally on TenferifF; and I was told that it fdd 
in Leghorn at two dollars copper coin « per 
pound, and that it was ufed to dye red with. 

The climate here is not very agreeable, for 
the heat obliges the inhabitants to keep within 
doors on the fined fummer days, to fleep dur- 
ing the day, and to go out at night. Without 
doors the heat is very difagrceable ; and from 
May to the middle of OAober they muft fufier 
a great deal from gnats. 

Sea plants are very fcarce along the ihoret 
here, whereas the Swedi(h fhore has all forts 
of fuci, confervse, &c. in plenty* 

Cadiz mioPya is a fuburb without the city 
walls, where all travellers land that come to 
town by water. In this part are two columns 
of white marble, erefted by the governor of 
the city during the reign of Philip the Fifth, 
as exprelTed in the infcription. Befides this, 
t:here is a watch-houfc for the foldiers, and a 
little cufiom-houfe.

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There arte two giates in this approach, one 
fof fhofc that cater, and .the other for thofe 
thajt go out. Both of them have draw-bridgea, 
* guarded with feme foldiers ; and about thofe 
art 2 irtwnbcr of lynx-eyed vifit&n (or ciaftcm-, 
hctafc officer*) dreffed in a fort of wide jackets, 
caiie^ Cdfa guillas m Spanifb^ which are ufed 
m this country as ridiog-coats. Under thefe 
4dats they sarie faid to have ah^ays a brace of 
toSK^d piftobv for th^ir defence. The ufual 
drefs of their country men are thefe brown 
coats and flapping h^ts. They can make figns 
mont adothcr through the gates if any thing 
liappens; and they are obliged to look very 
ftriftly with, regard to all unlawful importation 
or exportation, particularly that of money, 
ifdiicb' muft pay foinewhat per cent. Thofe 
that go out are vifited with a ftri£hiefs beyond 
ddbription ; as I once wanted to get out of 
the gate in great hade, with, my pockets full 
of ftoBe8> it occafioncd a fufpicion in one of 
7hd vifltorSi who, ill an eameft manner, put 
Ills bands 'into my pockets^ and looking at me 
with a threatning countenance, fearched every 
thing very carefully ; but finding nothing but 
ftones, he only fmiled at my folly. To Im-

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port tobacco and fnuff is capital, or at leaft 
.tbe perfon *w:bo imports it is<x>n(iecMaiBd ^ the 
gaUies for Ufe: t>ut tbey exicjeptthat Wtb^ 
the Spaniards bring from tbmr .doxn^xicaji OOr 
lonies. A fnuff-bpx therefore, if full of fnuff, 
.may occaQon great trouble to the bearer. 

Cadiz, or Cadix, or, as the Englifh fQiiv:3- 
tinaes call it, Cales, is the priBcipal fea-^.Qri m 
Spain ; it contains a* great number ^ fehaii- 
tants, is fituated on the fea-ftiore of th^ peo- 
vince of Andalafiaj, at the exitaemity of an 
ifland, in 36 deg. 33 mia. «©rth latii^ude 2©d 
23 deg. 45 min. wdl longitude fro^ Upfal. 
The city is funrottaded with fiae gardens and 
fortifications, and .is &id to h^uire three buQ« 
dred brafs cannon^.

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The walls, and moft of the houfes in thh 
town^ are made of a fort of ftone which they 
call SelleriUy and which is 

ToVHvs farticulis fe/iaceis, argilla & arena 
coadunatus, or a mixture of Ihells, clay, and 
fand* It is faid that the before mentioned 
rocks Porcos confift of this ftone. It is broken 
on the fea-fhore and carried from the mioPya 
"(when the tide is low) in high, carts to the 
town; and thofe pieces which are too heavy 
to be put into the cart are fattened with ropes 
below it. The ftone is foft in cutting, and 
therefore very proper to build with, as it 
hardens by time. The inner terras of the 
wall, to which a ftaircafe leads on the right 
hand fide of the gates, is covered with Dutch 
clinkers «, a^d as broad and even as the finefl: 
road. From thence you furvey with pleafure 
(over the outward part of the Wall, which is 
about four feet higher and very narrow) the 
0xips riding at anchor, going out and coming 
in : among the firft, is the filver-fleet. To- 
wards the city you behold a ftreet where falads.

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roots, and all forts of fruits, are expofed for 
iale, winter and fummer. 

The Spaniards make ropes and cables, for 
{hips and other ufes, of a certain grafs which 
they call Sparto. This is the Siipa tenaciffima^ 
Linn, or Spartum herba Plimi^ Cluf. Hift. a. 
p. 220. which is faid to grow in^wet places ^. 
The ropes they make of it are fo durable, 
that they need not be tarred ; but the Spa- 
niards dry and fpin it without preparation, 
contrary to what we are ufed to do with our 
hemp. This might, perhaps, fumifh hints to 
us to look out for fomc of dur own wild 
graffes in order to employ them- in the fajne 
manner, and we might make a beginning with 
the Elymus arenarius. The Spanilh mats which 
are brought to Sweden arc made of the ftmc 
Spario, 

Olive trees (Ole(^ Europaa) and white 
poplar^ (Popuhts alba J are planted on both 
fides the ramparts, and are watered by fub- 
terraneous pipes. Thus the city has the a,d-

My defire of contemplating their art a little 
nearer was fruftrated ; as I experienced now, 
smd at other times, that foreigners axe not per- 
mitted taf^andftUl upon .the ramparts, to look 
about them. 

The country fide has ftUl higher walls ; and 
its ditches^ raqiparts, and* batteries, ate more 

curioias 
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curious than I can defcrihe^ and are daily im^ 
proving. 

The market near the abov^ mentioned fea 
^ac, as well as a ftreet on the right hand of 
it along the high walk, are always well pro- 
tided with Tifhials in bags, &c. and every 
perfoQ cries what he has to fell; thus, one 
cries Cajlanas calientas j cocidas, boiled warm 
chefnuts ; another has a mug of water upon 
his back and a gtafs in hrs hand, and cries 
j^a dH Fuerto, water from Port St. Mary. 

FisFT^ in particular falted fea-fiih, were fold 
in vaft quantities in this market ; and I heard 
tJxemcry more than thirty different forts. 

The houfes, ias well private as public, are 
built of the above mentioned ftone (Tafinu), 
and fometimcs of limcftone^ They are genc« 
rally two or three ftories high, and have bal* 
conies which have no windows, except in the 
houfes of people of quality, and are provided, 
inftead of them, with two Ihutters, which are 
opened when you want to let in the day-light, 
or CO look at the great crowd of people pailing 
by t Oq thefe balconies they put their ftone

They have the liberty 
of making themfelves merry three days before 
Lent ; and then they throw tcarraway comfits 
at the peoplie who pa& by, with other things 
much 'more difagreeable. 

^HE fchools have mafters and ulhers, who 
teach, children the firft prmciples of reli- 
port,, and the form of the mafs, which they 
inftruft them to n;iumble all together.

"aies. We bought two oxen for onr fliip ; their 
llefli was exceedingly dry, occafioned both hf 
the larras of the gad-fly which neflle m cheit 
fisns abotit this rimCy and by the want dF good 
paftnres ; for our fine SwedUh grafs is much 
Wanted here/ and in its (lead the pafture^ are 
covered with thiftles, and other prickly plantsi 
which I lhanmentioh in another place* 

SovA jA ' is a fort of com which is fowri in 
the indofures of the town, not for the ufe of 
men, but only, for the cattle. They fold it to 
us in bundles, whilft it was green, and had no 
cars, which do not appear till March.

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other times ; and that they may not Qccafipin^ 
ftcknefs, they ufe bread' with them. It is no^ 
fmall advantage (at leaft to a Swede it appears 
fo) to be able to take one's amufement all th^- 
winter-long in the gardens, and to pluck there 
the moft > delicious fruits; but, to balance 
liefe bleffings of a genial climate, th^re is. 
Hot one good draught of water in ^all thfi 
town, as it muft all be. brought from Pdrt. 
Mary in boats, or carried by affes,. and is af- 
terwards preferved in great ftone jug's, This, 
water-trade pays its merchants very well, for, 
if I remembep right, each boat that fetched' 
water at the abovementiongd place igain^' 
about forty Swedilh dollars filver coin (that is 
nearly 50 {hillings) : the paffage is eafily made 
in 24 hours, in cafe they go with thp tide^ 
and- return with itt 

Wine of Xeres " is the beft and moft com- 
mon fortj .which, is made in a little. town near 
J^ort St. Mary, called Xerez de la Fronteras^y 
and derives its name from it. As our Eaft Ih-j 
dia Ibips fail from their own port with but 
^ fmall ftpre of wine, they generally take in 
^t Cadiz a proper quantity of .Sherry for the

ftrong, and preferves its goodnefs in all cli- 
mates. A quarter of ^ calk, containing from 
ttn to eleven gallons, cofts forty Swedifli dol- 
lars filver, o^ nearly fifty Ihillings fteriing. 
JAtito or Rata wine is reckoned lefs wholefonie 
than the white, and • is therefore cheaper. 
Raifinsarefalfo bought here, and fold in China 
with great profit.. 

Spanish brandy is very ftrong, and may 
be ufed as fpirit of wine. We gavd it every 
morning to the men, mixed :<vith two-thirds of 
water, and it was ufed in the punch which 
we had twice a week at dinner. Befides this, 
the captain ufually chcared the failors in % 
ilorm.with punch or brandy. i 

The people drink chckrolate here in the 
morning, and fometimes in the afternoon in- 
ftead of tea. The following is the manner of 
making chocolate : the chocolate nuts (^heot 
broma cacao Linn») are dried and rubbed into 
a foft pafte on a fl?it ftone, and forae cinnamon 
js added during the rubbing. This pafte is 
made into proper forms, fo that the chocolates- 
fakes refemble the Ihape of bricks. Such a

The tradefmen are Frenchmen, Engliih* 
men, or Italians, who work pretty well> but 
demand exhorbitant prices. Cloth and fluff 
are generally imported by the French, Epg* 
lifi), and Italian mercl^ants* 

The Exchange was kept in a broad ftreet 
called CtiJIa huefoa^ or New-ftreet, clofe t» 
the market. During the time that the met* 
chants are affembled in it, the opening of the 
ftreet towards the market is ftut up by a bar^ 
as is Xifual at our cuflom<houfes«

The Spamfli weights are accurately de- 
fcribed in the Memoirs of the Swedilh Aca- 
demy of Sciences, 1746, p. 279, and after- 
Wards both the meafures' and weights in the 
fame Memoirs, 1755, p. 180. 

The quantity of fpecie which circulates 
here is rather aftonilhing to a Swede. 

It is faid that fome people carry a good 
deal of this put of the kingdom ; and even 
the Spaniards themfclves fend great fums to 
the Eaft IndSes, and other places. If any one 
carries a fum of money out of town, and is 
difcovered, he not only lofes his money, 
but is fent to prifoni and alfo fuffers other pu- 
niflunents. 

The people of this country do not make ufe 

of horfes for carriages or any other purpofe j 

when an inhabitant of Cadiz goes out of town, 

D 3 he 
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he puts on a wide jacket, or Cajfaquilla^ and 
wears neither coat nor boots, though both wduld 
be very neceffary* He makes ufe of wooden 
ftirrups, which have forae likenefs to a fmpoth- 
ing-iron without a cover ; he puts his feet into 
them, and they not only ferve as a fupport to 
him, but likewife as a cafe for his.flipes^ to 
keep off the dirt. 

Mules (Equus a/tfius mulus lAan.)y czWtd 
Mulo and Mida by the Spaniards, draw their 
carriages, but they move very flowly. Their 
coaches have no feat for the coachman, fo he 
is forced to ride on one of the mules. . She- 
mules do not propagate their fpecies^ at leaft 
fuch inftances are very fcarce. They are the 
offspring of a mare and an he-afs, or of a 
mare and a mule. The common people be- 
lieve that the fterility of the Ihe-mule is in 
confequence of a curfe laid upon it by the 
Virgin Mary at the birth of our Saviour, be- 
caufe it had eaten the hay which the ox had 
colkfted together. Their common food is. 
cut-ftraw with corn. 

The afs {Equus afinus) is lefs than the leaft" 
horfe, and is very common in Spain, both in 
towns and in the country. The he-afs is 

called 
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:caHe3 Vurro, and the flie-afs Vurra, which i§ 
read as Burro and Burra* Burrico is the dimi- 
nutiv^e of this word, and denotes a little afs, 
whence the Swedilh name Borica is derivedi 
.They are lean^ and afli-coloured^ but grow 
blackiih after being fliorn. They are fed like 
horfes with cut-ftraw,' but they likewife con- 
tent themfelves with what they find in the 
ftreets or road. When they come to markcti 
their difagreeable braying even drowns the 
noife of the crowd. They are ufed tp all forts 
of work, except drawing a cart, which is ne* 
ver done but on the fea-{hore, frojn whence 
they carry ftone^to town : fand, ftraw, ftreet- 
dirt, in (hort every thing that is to be removed 
from one place to anotlier, is loaded upon th« 
backs of affes in panniers, made of mats, 
attd open at top. But if they carry water or 
milk, they have iaddles made of oaken planks, 
on which the cafks are laid on both fides. 
"When you have afles, you want no bridles 
to them ; for as foon as the afs-driver cries 
out Are or Aracly all thofe which have ftrayed 
but of the road turn in again. Many hun- 
dreds of thefe animals were at the country -^gate 
of Cadiz, whither they brought iand to make 
the ground even on the outfide of the ditches, 
not to menuon all thofe which are tQ be met 
*D 4 with 
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with in every part of the town. Their hoofii 
are never ihoed, though alTes are uftd like 
iaddle-horfesatthepdl-ftations; but tins kind 
of pofting is very dtfagr eeable to thofe vho 
ate not ufed to it» from the flnwneis of thett 
motion. 

Fbople of an ages fmoak tobacco^ though 
it is (as well as fnufF) very dear. It is feldom 
fmoaked in pipes, but either in leaves rolled 
together, dalled Cigarro by the Spaniards, or 
the tobacco which comes in packs is wrapt up 
in pap^, and this ferves inftead of pipes. 
The beft Spanifli fnuflF comes 6x)m Seville, 
and they generally put it into fnufF-boxes pf 
olive-wood, which are very pretty. 

It is very agreeable walking before the 
gate towards the country, becaufe you are not 
peftered there with cuftom-houfe officers, and 
only meet "vnth a few civil ccntinels, who {hew 
^ the way to ftrangers if they happen to 
mifsit. The high-road is very magnificent, 
and has ftpne benches on both fides. The 
throwing of bombs into the air, and fome 
other diverfions of the fame kind, attraft a 
good many people hither, who repofe diem- 
felves on thefe benches. In other places the 

high-road 
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mghnroad k noi: fo grand. Trarclling is^mtidb 
more mconvenieut and expenfi^e here than ki 
Sweden, on account of die delays and bad ac-» 
commodadoQ. Travellers alwaysf carry fire« 
atrms and piflols with them^ aQd fc^m as if 
they were marching to a campaign ; for they 
haYC reafbn to be afraid of robbers, which, 
though lefs frequent farther in the kingdom, 
are often met with in Andalulia ; whence die 
Spaniih proverb^

SpartIum monofpermum, which the Spa- 
niards call- i?^/^;^^^, grows like willow buflies 
along the fea-fhore as far as the flying fahds 
reach. This plant was particularly plentiful 
in the penihfnla on which Cadiz flands, 
which is covered with a fine white fand, and 
tirliere, befides this, fcarce any other plant 
grows, except thd Ononis repensy or creeping 
reftharrow. The Retamds fometimes gr6\^s to 
the thicknefs of a man's arm ; its bark is a(h- 
' coloured, the numerous branches are all green ; 
its leaves Ihine like filk j the frefli leaves are 
lanceolated, but the old ones are more obtufe^ 
a little fplit at top, and reflefted^ theflowera 
^re innumerable, fmall, white, and have red 
Calices* The ufe of this plant is very great 
an flopping the progrefs of the flying fand- 
The leaves and young branches of it are very 

delicious 
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dcIteJotis food * for goats, but I have • not 'ob- 

ferved that they touch the bark. It turns* the 

moft barren place into a fine odoriferous gari 

den ^by its flowers, which laft a long whiles 

The twigs are ufed for tying bundles, iaftead 

of ruflies ; and all kinds of herbs which arc 

brought to market are faftened together, with 

them. The whole fhrub fervcs. to flaelter 

hogs and goats againft the fcorching heat of 

the fun.

Swine are kept in whole herds by a man 
who feeds them With acorns,, which are com-* 
monly fold at Cadiz and at other places. The 
fwine are very large, thin h^red, and black, 
as jet. It is probable they came originallj^ 
from Africa, as lam toldthat this fort of hogs 
is very fcarce higher up in the country. It 
would be worth while for an oeconomift to get 
a breed of thefe fwine ; but they muft alfo be 
fed as they arc here, and have foiiie exerCife 
every- day, which keeps them from growing 
too fat % and makes them tafte well. The 
exportation of a boar of this kind is for- 
bidden, but a fow almofl ready to farrow

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XFould be ftUl better for t|ie proj^agatiou of 
this kind of bogs* Wc bought a good many 
d£ thefe fwine for our fliip ; and ctery Satur-

In the fame ifland were fome litde gardens, 
iand in the mtdfl: of them here and there a 
pahn^tree (fhanix dadyliferd) which gare them

PuB&TO di San£la Maria^ which our faitofi 
called Port St. Mary, is a little unfortified fear 
port, about three quarters of a Swedifli mile 
from Cadiz* I went this day to that place ; 
It is fituated in a plain, not far from the moutk 
of a river. If you go up this river, the town 
is on your leh haifti, - and on the right a fnaaH 
ifland, whofe fituation is low, and which is go- 
Tercd with flirubs, among which ttic Nerium 
oleander, called Terva mala, or the noxious 
plant, by the Spaniards,, grew in the fand 
ne^ the water* 
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On our arrival wc were met by thje cuftom- 
houfe officers, who came to us, with loaded 
firQ-arms, in a boat. We afterwards went in 
fipaller boats into more fhaUow water, wher? 
we found a good many fellows who offered to 
carry the people on Ihore for fome fmall mat- 
ter, and they did it very cleveriy. For the 
fame purpofe affes and horfes were kept iu 
readinefs. Though the city is iefs than Ca* 
diz, yet its ftreets are finer ; all the private 
and public houfes are of ftone, the fame is 
in Cadiz, but lefs. Some of them were not 
yet rebuilt fince the plundering of this place 
by the Engliflx. In a monaftery of this town 
I faw fevcral repofitories full of relicks, but 
I fuppofe my readers will pardon my omit* 
ting to enumerate them. The houfes were 
ornamented with pots, in which were rofe* 
mary, carnations, and other odoriferous plants, 
in full bloffom; but the Sempervivum arbor eum 
had no flowers as yet. Where thefe orna* 
pients were wanting, Flora herfelf had fup- 
plied the bare walls with Bryum murale an<} 
Lichen farietinus ; and beCdes thefe, in fome 
places with Cotyledon umbilicus^, or navelwort^ 
whofe leaves grew between every little cleftji 
die Mercurialis annua^ or French mercury, 
gli4 Parietaria Ltifitanica. The old ruined, 
z w^U 
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Valk^.werc quite jtXlojr wjth t}i(5 5ifymbrium 
Jrio, and with tHe Senecio communis or coijimoni 
groundfel. This town has good frelh war 
yer, in fuch pl)^nty, that, befides its owq inha- 
bitants, it fupplies Cadiz and the ftiips ii) 
tiiat port. This, water is reckoned the beft in - 
ihisicountry, wherefore ia Cadiz they qry, Jgm 
fiel: Puerto. \ zm, toW th^t it is brought ^ 
quarter of a JSwpdifli ipile by fubterraneous 
canals tp this place. There are feveral houfe? 
in this town from wjience the water may be 
fetched ; one in particular was built for that 
p'urpofe^n the river fide, during the reign of 
JCing Philip V. The (hip-boats come thither \ 
^nd fetch frefti Tfater, without lofs 6f time, 
. becaufe they open. the water- canal for a verj 
fmall inattf r. The other houfe is an Englifl^

The country hereabouts was already beau<» 
tified with many flowers.- Dwarf-mallow (Afa/- 
va rotundifotia)^ with large red flowers, grew 
both about the houfes and out of town, and 
was greedily ^ten by hogs and oxen; buif 
they always pafled by the fupfpurge {Euphor^ 
bia belio/copiay, and wpuld rather eat the Car-^ 
dicus Syriacusy the white fpotted leaves of 
which, though . they ornament the fields^^ I 
think, afford but a poor food. 

The cow-herds go with long fticks, like th(* 
Polifli; bear-keepers. All the Spaaifli fliores 
are mouritainons, except in this place. The 
foil alfo varies much. On the fea-fliore you 
find during, low water a blu^eclay,' and near it 
a fine whitg fand, which covers the country 
here and there at a little diftance from the fea. 
It often looks like large hills of fnow, whcfe 
pine woods or other plants hinder it from fly^p 
]ng. Higher up from the fea, you find a 
mould mixed with fand and pebbles, fometime$ 
pf a red, and fometimes of another, colour. 
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In the vallied is ibmetimes a fkyblae or other 
daf , the fame ^ m their wheat-fields. 

The plants on the fea-ftiore were very-few } 
Spariium manofpermum 2XiA Juncus acuius were 
Imt juft fpnlng up from the growd* A Ikde 
fJMtber from the water grew Schisms tnuctom^ 
tui inmlticri foliisfcapo hnporibus. Still fur* 
ther off began the woods of the Pinus pinea^ 
which hindered the fand from fprcading any 
further. In thefe woods I found the refthar* 
row {Omnh); there grew likewife queen's 
ftock-julyrflowers {Gbeirantbus mcanus\ broad* 
leaved ' moufe-ear chickweed (Cera/iium nnf' 
cofum)y Lotus cytifaicUst and Cr^is bar* 
bata. The latter was in bloffomj the 
ftock-}uly-flower jufl: began to flower at my 
4departure ; but the reftharrowTiad no appear* 
mnce of fiowering at that feaibn. 

SoMi infeds are found in this fand; id par* 
licukr. Scar ab^ms facer y iavis, ibi^ace inermu 

Gardens or plantations take up a great 
part of the fields ; and they contain lemon, 
orange, almond, and olive trees, which turn 
to a confiderabje profit to the owners. 

Thr 
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The lemoti tree, . the Seville and fweet 
orange frees, are much akin to one another, 
and are generally planted promifcuoufly ^. 
Thp fweet fmell of their flowers would almofl 
retive a perfon when half dead* The fruit 
ripehs fo itewly, that the whole year is fpent 
before it comes to perfeftion. It is faid by 
fome nurfef y-men, that they can produce fruits 
of which one quarter is Seville, the fecond 
fweet orange, the third quarter fweet, and the 
fourth four lemons. 

SpvAjA was fcjwn in fome places amongft 
the trees ; fometimes parts of the plantations 
were fown with falsuls^ radi(hes, onions, &c. 

The Phcmix daSytifelra^ is feldom to be 
met vrttli here : there were forae near the mo- 
naftery, almoft as high as the houfe itfelf, the 
dates of which were fallen down, and -were of 
the colour and fize of white plumbs. The

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leaves are twiftcd together by the friers, who 
make prefents of them to ornament the hbufes 
on Palm-funday; and dn that day they arc 
likewife ftrewed about the ftreets. 

The vineyards looked very poorly, and are 
like our • burnt land {Swedieland), for there 
are neither leaves nor flowers to be feen. The 
vines were planted in rows, and little drains 
were made between each row. Medic or fnail 
trefoil (Medicago polymorpba) and Rumex fpi- 
no/us were now in flower. 

The almond-tree {Amygdalus ccmmunis), in 
Spanifh Almendro, is an ornament to the vine- 
yards with its white and reddiflx-coloured blof- 
foms. 

The olive-tree (Oka Europad) was planted 
in large fields, having a red-coloured foil mix-

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iid with little ftones. The Spaniards call the 
tree Oltvo, but its iFruit, or the olives, Aceytuna. 
Oh them grew the Lichen crifiatm^ and be* 
low the trees bloomed a fpecies of ftock-july- 
flowers {Cheiranthus trilobus\ and Valeriana 
cernuct^ia. In one of thefe olive-tree plaata- 
rations I found Arum ari/arum, the roots of 
which go very deep. The olive-trees fhewed 
no bloffoms as yet, and had but a poor inclo- 
furc# 

I SAW here fome ftnall flocks of Spanilh 
fheep : they were all white, with fome black 
(pots near the eyes, ears^ and mouth. See 
Dr. Linnaeus's Voyage to Weftrogothia, 
page 58. 

Artichokes {Cynara fotymus)^ in Spanifli 
AcanzikSf or Alcachofay or Cardillos, were 
planted on little hijls, as we do hops ; the reft 
of the garden ftuff, as beans, turneps, &c. is 
managed as in Sweden* 

The tender plants are covered with ikreeiis, 
which are erefted almoft horizontally at two 
yards from the ground: to water the plants, 
water is drawn up out of the well by means 
of a. great wheel, turned either by men or by

The Agave Americana^ is the moft com- 
mon, mdft beautiful, and moft ufeful. This 
is called 'Bita in. Spain, but it is by no means 
the Aloe vera^ or fempervlvay except yoti wiK 
call every thing fempervivum which is ever- 
green; which would T3e as ridiculous as. to give- 
the fame denomination to the fir and the juni- 
per, becaufe they both continue green all the 
winter. The leaves of this plant, which I 
was told was about fix years old, were three- 
feet long. The laft year's y^^/;, v^hich were 
already mouldering, were about two men's

I lengths; 
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IjengAs^ and the ftefli onq, vrhich were al- 
tl^6y a yard in ^ength, began to fliew their 
. long anthera. The corolla were for the moft 
part eaten away, but xhcjiamina znd pi/lillum 
remained unhurt. 

The American aloe is ufeful in many, re- 
fpefi^ ; for^ beiides xhe ufe thai is made of it 
10 qiuck hedges, the leaves are foaked and ma- 
n,^ged like hejmp, and may be fpun for purfes 
ai^d other things. With the points of the 
leaves, which are as ftxarp and as ftiff as an 
awl, they bpre peoples ears, and clear tobacco 
jpipes ; but they muft not be ufed for tooth- 
picks, for the wounds their prickles caufc arc 
not eafily healed. It is faid, that if its leaves, 
ixrhen^oaftedl^y the fire, be laid upon wounds, 
the pain will ceafe. The Americans ufe the 
juice of the root to cure the venereal difeafe. 
Sopae further account is to be inet with, in the 
book called ^ The Memoirs of Sophia Eliza- 
^* beth Brenper,'* printed at Stockholm, in 
folio. In it ihe fpeaks of the qualities of this 
,plant: Upon the.firft American aloe^s flbwering 
in Sweden, it began to bloffom in September 
I7g8, and continued till the next winter in 
Noors Sates gard. *^ The Jgave^ fays UtiQ^ is 
*^ a plant which fupplies all the wants of the

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** Indian, according to tlic beft authorities ^ 5,

I WENT again to the fields which lye before 
the city of Puerto de Santa Maria; and found,

The 
i^ooA \^is ftirrounded, like the gafdeni, with 
hedges of JgOve, or American aloe. It is no 
Ifrbhder that thefe woods a:re inclofed, for the. 
thin arid tard boards they afford for chefts to 
pack lemofts in are often dearer than the fruit 
itifefif; Ih the fir-wood I found a good many 
•^arci pldhts, and among the reft the Sijym^ 
htium fyhijitey on Which I difcoverfed a hairy 
catcr|)illaf, ^hich afterwards became a fmooth, 
pale-green coloured, oblong-po?nted, angula- 
ted, warty, black aurelia, having on the back 
a convex elevation. In its thrtd change it be- 
came the Fapilid hyale Linn, or Papilio CaroH- 
Tuanus lutem apicibus nigris. Petiv. Muf. p. i±^ 
T.YH. fig. 10. 

Orchis fufcejfens Linn, bulbis fafctculatis^ 
heilarii labia ovato indivifo fubtrenatOj was very 
worthy of obfervation, as appears from the 
following defcription : the root confifts of two 
. or more tuberous fimple bulbs, excepting four 
or fix fibres towards the beginning of the 
ftalk; the ftalk was about the length of a 
fpan, round and red ; four leaves are near the 

root. 
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iroot, the lower ones are larger, and oblong 
oval {ovata lanceolata); the upper* ones arc 
lefs fpeckled alternate, and cover the remain- 
d6rof the ftalk v^ith the flieath in v^hich they 
end at bottom: tjie Jiipula which is below 
every flower is lanceolated, and like the leffer 
leaves of the ftalk of a red colour : the flowers 
at raofl: are feven, flefli-coloured, and confift 
each of five petals, that is three outward and 
two inward, which are almoft equal to one an- 
other, lanceolated, and rolled up {convoluta) ; ' 
the lower lip of the neffarium is oval, entire, 
and fomewhat crenated ; the two Jianuna had

The Antirrhinum arvenfe^ or friap-dragon, 
was very fniall, but difcoverable by its yellow 
flowers. 

Allivm /ubhirjhtum I 'the root confifts of 
two, rhrde, or itiore white bulbs, from which 
run out little fibres ; their fcales are hard, 
brovra, imbricated, and very irregular ; the 
ftalk is round, and uncovered at top ; the 
leaves grow commonly enfiform or fword-lhap- 
,ed towards the root, and carittated below ; 
they end in a point, are hairy on the margin,

the miiddle, with a concave margin, woolly 
and white at the top, and dark-green below : 
the flowers have no pedunculi ; they are fmall 
of a yellow colour, and come in great num- 
bers from the fame buds with the leaves : in- 
ftead of the calyXy which is wanting, are four 
or more leaves under the flowers : the corolla

but always on high trees, and often atfucha 
height that they were fcarce vilibie* 

Besides the Coccinella feptem fun&afa^ I 
gathered many fcarce infers, moft of which 
were deftroyed during my abfence from the 
Inn, all the apartments being open to every

At laft I was obliged to turn off to the left of 
the road, and came on a common, which> ex- 
cepting fpme little hillocks, was all under wa- 
ter : upon it I found a plant till then quite un-

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known, namely the Verbafcum OJbeckii Linn, 
of which I made the following defcriptioit : 
the plant fpreads on all fides ; the ftalk lies 
on' the ground, is undivided, triangular,' and 
nervofe ; the leaves are oval, arid cut into ii^- 
regular fegmepis; the upper leaves are lefs, 
almoft feffile, the lower ones have pethH:

pointed: the fruit was not yet vifible: the 
whole plant had a fmell of muikj^ and ^ might 
probably find a place in the apothecary s ftiop* 

At three o'clock in the afternoon, ^ I 
'arrived at my inn quite wet ; but an hour 
after I accompanied fome of my countrymen 
who went out of town to buy lemons. I foon 
obferved a particular tree in a garden, which 
had nothing but a few crooked pods. With* 
ueither leaves nor flowers, and, confequently 

ngthing 
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nothing by which it could be known. The 
Spaniih name of it h Aromas \ and our induftri- 
pus. Mr. Loeflmgj who travelled into Araericaj 
at the expence of his Spaniih Majefty, in or- 
der to make obfervations on natural hiflory, 
for fome years together, wrote to me, in his 
letter from Madrid, that it was the Mimofa . 
Famejianay a fpecie« of fenfitive plant. One 
of the company fald, he had feen this fruit 
eaten in the Eafl in times of fcarcity. 

We walked from hence into a lemon plan- 
tation, where the Tanacefum balfamita, vulgo 
Cojimaryy which is here called Terca de Santa 
Maria, and the wall-flower, or Cheiranthus 
cheiri, were planted, and the latter in pots. 
Among the wild plants, the Anchufa officinalis , 
or officinal buglofs, and the Spergula pentan^ 
dra, or fpurrey, were in plenty. 

Not far from the town, we pafled a well 
furrounded by a very high wall, round which 
there was a trough, for the cattle to drink. 
The well was covered with a fort of rufh 
(Juncus acutus) called P^r^w in Spanifli. At 
night we returned to our inn, where we paid 

F 3 a piaftrc 
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a piaftre ^ a dsCy for an open room and an 
ordinary. To this if you add fome other un- 
avoidable expences, the income of three thou- 
fand copper dollars * for the whole voyage to 
China will not admit of many more amufc- 
xnents on ihore. 



February the loth. 

This morning I left the town with an inten- 
tion to go on board our Ihip ; but a fudden 
caft-wind made us pafs her, and brought us 
to Cadiz, where,, to our great furprize, wc 
landed at,nine o'clock tlie next morning. The 
way by lan4 is much longer ; but you pafs 
through two little infignificant towns, Puerto 
Real and Chiclana. 

I WAS glad to come from the boifterous 
ica into an agreeable garden ; the fummer- 
houfes- of which were covered with our com- 
mon ivy (Hedera belix), called Tedra in Spa- 
nifh.

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Apis violacea fought its nourifliment on the 
bcan-flowcrs in the forenoon, biit in the after- 
tioon it refted on the viqe-tendrils, of on the dry 
bafhes, which were laid over the covered walks 
to keep off the heat of the fun* Thefe fum* 
mer-houfes were covered withtheblue paifion- , 
flower {Pajftfiora cmrulea) which had neither 
ftowers nor fruit at that time. Befides thefe 
beans, there were Indian creffes (Tropaolunii) 
vulgo Najiurtiumj wild rofes, Ricinus ' com- 
tmmis, and borrage {Bgrrago officinalis) ; which 
ju:e likewife common in our gardens* 

Spanish locufts, called Grille in Spain, arc 
hj the people of falhion kept in cages called 
Grillerid ; whereas our locufts are not in the 
leaft efteemed, and fmg their fong without 
.keing taken notice of* 



February the 15th and i^th* 

I AGAIN went to ihc Puerto de SanBa Md^ 
ria, where I re-vifited the above-mentioned in^ 
clofcd fir-wood, in which I found the fine Or- 
cbis, already withered ; but as I could find no 
other plants befides thofe I have already men*

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tioned, I went into the open wogd, which be- 
gins at the ihifting fands, and goes a good 
way into the country. It was not fui'rounded 
by a hedge, and I faw nobody in it e5j:ccpt 
an honeft wood-man. In a low^placc I 
found a moft beautiful flower, which would be 
an ornament even to a green-houfe: this was. 
Ophrys 'infediifera adrachnites {tabid trifido) : 
the root is a bunch of oblong bulbs, whereof' 
thofe in the middle are' longer than thofe on 
the outfide : the ftalk is of the length of *a 
fpan, green, and uncovered above the middle j 
the leaves are green, thofe near the root arc 
ovato-lanceolated, and four or more in num- 
ber; tht bra^ea are green, and are as long 
a^ the flowers ; the flowers are about three in 
number ; the three outward petals are obloog, .■ 
and ik,c two inner ones fmall, like teeth ; t^e 
unider-Jip isfoftly lanatcd at top, dark-red, 
with very fine fpots, and cut into three parts i 
tl^e middlemoft lacmia k . the kaft, which 
makes the whole lip look quadrangular-heart* 
fhaped; the anthera are yellow, egg^fliaped^ 
^nd oblong. 

At laft I returned to the (hip-, and the next 
Sunday, feventcen of the crew received the 
Lord*s*fupper before the fermon.

Rain and other circumftances had prevented 
me from going aftiore : I therefore went with 
the Spaniih water-boats to Port St. Mary, and 
from thence immediately proceeded on the 
road to Port Real, to which town I had got 
towards the evening; but I returned, as I 
longed to be at my former inn again. I found 
the/ollowing plants in bioffom:

It is about a quartet of 
a Swedifti mile oiF the fea-fliore, in a plain 
country ; it has on one fide a barren field, and 
on the other a river : the houfes are not very, 
large, but ftrong ; the ftreets are broad and fine. 
The. [Spartiumjunceuni) Spanilh broom (hewed 
its admirable Bowers over a garden-wall which 
^as higher than a man's head ; this plant is dif- 
coverable at a great difliance by its fine fmell. 
We lodged with anEngliihmanwho lived in this 
town ; he accompanied us over a bridge, be-

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tweeii the town and pcninfula of Cadiz, iq 
&ew us a fail-cloth' raanufaaory which iW car- 
tied on by gypfies and bth^r prifoners^ ]both 
men, women, and children. Thcfc ptopic 
are locked up in their prifons on holidays, 
from whence they infeft paffengers through 
the rails, in the fame manner as in Cadiz. In 
the yard of this building were the foldiers, 
whx!) had mounted guard there. We were ob- 
Kged to- return without ^ffefting any thing, 
and I only faw the Arenaria rubra, and fome 
common plants around the Engliftrman's houfe, 
which was the laft on this fide. 

After dinner I was obliged to return to my 
congr^ation^ on account of the next Sunday.

Besantyes is a word as familiar to our 
people who go to the Eaft Indies, as it has 
"been ftrange and unknown hitherto to natu- 
ralifts. A muhitude of Befantyes failed by 
our fliip at this time, with their bow-like, ex- 
panded ikiiis ; but foraetimes they turned over 
and dipped their fails into the water. I was 
»ot able to get one of thefe little animals, al- 
though I wilhed it very much. At a great 
diftance they look like green fifh-bladders, 
with little fails, from whence they derive their 
name. , , ' ' 

The flying-fifhes (Exocatus volitanj), which 
generally live about the tropics, aad'efpcGially 
in the Weftern ocean, now began to, appear 
uear the Ihlp. They have many enemies both 
in water and air : in the former they arc pur- 
fued by the Scomber Thynnus, or tunny, by 
the Scomber Pelamisy or bonnet-fijfti, and by 
othe> fiflies ; in the latter, the Phaeton athe- 
reus, or tropic-bird, the P^kcatms Ptfcator^ 
or booby, and the Pelicanus Aqmlusj or tDan 
gf war, are their enemies. All thefe look 

UpOQ 
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upon the flying-fifties as created for their ufe« 
Providence has given them longer peftoral fins 
than any other' fifli^ with which tlitf fly as 
light and as.fwift as a bird ; bur are forced to 
dip into the water^ at the diftance of a com- 
mon gun's Ihot. They fometimes fall upon die 
ihip's deck when flying ; they are then quite 
unable to help therafelves off again, and die 
quickly. On the evening we faw a fwallow 
in our fliip ; but it was {o wet, that it fepnied 
as if ij was but juft out of the water.

The fwallow which we faw yefterday, was 
fo tired to-day, that wc could catch it with 
om hands* It was the Hirundo ruftica^ or

clims^e. I do not pretend to affert, that it 
came yefterday from the bottom of the fea, as 
it was taken fo near the Canary iilands \

eaten by the Spaniards, and that they called 
it Cangrejo. They have their enemies in com- 
mon with the flying-fiftu As fooft a$ the 
Sepid wants to fly, it expands its arms (teMa^ 
culd) like a brufh, and alfo its rhomboidai 
tail-fin« It has peculiar charaderifticks : 

The black bill looks like that of a vultur ; 
xhcjaws are pointed, ffxort, and bent; the 

dquentljr a^Terted, that a fev/ have, at times, been found in 
a torpid flate^ hid in old buildings : but how a bird fo mucii 
lighter than water, can contrive to keep itfelf half a year 
at the bottom of the fea, feems inexplicable.

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to it> oppc^te to each other, that it may lo^ 
ftill more like -a flying-fifli ; you add anouhtr 
top of a feather or two for the tail-fin ; at the 
end of this artificial flying-fifh yoa £a(len a 
fisttig : you then nio?e it up and down over 
Ac water on either fide of the fliip, till the 
bonnet bites» The bonnet ia likewife ftricken 
by harpoons, which is anothqr way of taking 
it* The name of this fiih is to be met with 
in many accounts of voyages ; however, I iball 
giv^ the following defcription for thofe who 
have no opportunity of viewing the fiih itfelf :

The Rnea lateralis is bent, near the head it ap- 
proaches the back, and is thicker thereabouts. 
Thc/cales are very fmall, and lie quite fingly. 
The colour of the belly as far as the linea 
lateralis is filver-coloured ; on each fide run 
four blackifh lines lengthways. The back is 
blueifli and very little elevated. The appen- 
dages on the fides of the tail are very thin : 
the firft dorfal fin from the head to the fecond 
has fifteen hard radii or rays diftant from each 
other, ten of the hinder rays ufually fold into a 
furrow of the back after the death of the fifh. 
The fecond dorfal fins confift of ten or four- 
teen foft rays covered on the fides with little 
griftly fcales, hardly to be diftinguiflied. 
The peftoral fins are of an elliptical lanceola- 
led figure, and have twenty-eight rays, di- 
vided at top, of which the loweft arq the 
fliorteftf The ventral fins are long, with fe-

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iFca rafno(e rays> which are almoid grown to- 
gether at the bottom; the inner ones are the 
fliorceft. The an^ fin is fooiewhat nearer to 
the tail than the dorfal fins, and is about 
the fame fize and formj omiiiling of fourteen 
rap wfakh are diftinguiihed with difficuhy. 
The ?entral and anal fins are furrounded like 
the following little fofter fins^ with agriftly 
jkin. Below the two dorfal fins are eighty 
and below (he anal fin to the tail feven other 
little fins with difierent rays. The tail is fur- 
cated, very much extended, and confifts of' 
twenty-fix rays. The pcftoral and the ventral 
fins are direftly oppofite to the beginning of 
the dorfal fin, and their length is equal to 
that of the firft ray of the firft dorfal fin.. 
The fwimnmg bladder fticjcs to the backbone 
and it long. The heart is tetraedrous. The 
belly is an oblong oval. As this fifh is dyings 
it trembles and quivers much. Its length is 
fbarce two feet. I have been enabled to exa- 
Qiloe many of them, and always found that the 
&il dorial fin is the fureft fpecific diilinftion.

We caught the dogjijh to-day, which is 
feckoned the mod voracious animal of prey. 
Authors have already defcribed feveral kinds 
of them, though not very de^ly. The rea- 
foE thereof is probably that fome forts arc no- 
where tx) be found but in great feas, where 
they can be but feldom examined by inquifitive 
people ; whence all forts are called by the 
fame name, becaufe they all look alike at a 
diftance. Very feldom does an opportunity 
offer of comparing feveral forts together, that 
fpecific marks might be aicertained, which 
otherwife is difficult, as their fins do not con- 
ftitute the only difference. ITiedog-fifli moft 
commonly met with about the line is

thick, round before, and dentatedi the -eyes 
were covered on both fides with a iki-n after its 
death, excepting one crofs ftripe, which was to 
be fccn in the middle.

Sailors 
give them the name of pilots, becaufe they 
clofely fallow the dog- fifh, fwimming in great 
flioals round it on all fides. It is thought that 
they point out fome prey to the dog-filh ; and 
indeed that filh is very unwieldy. They arc

Afterwards all thofe who had been here 
for the firft time collefted a fum of money 
among thenTfelves, to ferVe as a treat at a Go* 
fbenburgb tavern, in cafe they {hould return;

Several forts of birds flew about our flup, 
and in particular the Albatros^ or Diom^dea 
ixulans : their fize is that of a goofc; they arc 
white every where, excepting the quills and 
tail, which are black at the end, but white at 
bouom. We found them alfo in other places, 
viz. in thirty-fix degrees, , and likewife in 
thirty*five degrees and eighteen minutes of 
fouthem latitude. 

Cape Pigeons are a fpecies of birds fo called 
by mariners; they only referable pigeons in 
•fize: their country is the Cafe of Good Hope. 
A great many of thefe birds flew to and fro> 
and kept us company as far as the fouthertt 
tropic. This bird is the

This bird makes a noife like a parrot, and 
throws up train oil when touched. It is 
caught without any trpuble, with fome tarred 
firing, or a piece of lard on the fi(hing-rod* 
They are feldora eaten, and only in great ne- 
ceffity. We once boiled and tafted fome of 
them, but they wete extremely oily* 

The two congeries of ftars, of which the 
one which is near the Tolus ecliptica is called 
Nubecula major, and the other Nubecula mimr, 
are well known to our Eajl India navigators ^ 
They obferve how the one, which appears at 
night lower on the horizon, gradually mounts 
-up higher than the other ; and from this they 
can tell the hour of the night on the fouth 
fide of the Line, as our common people aitk 
by the turning of the Great Bear^

We were obliged to drcfs in our winter 
cloaths, for the cold was no lefsintenfe than

The ftorm-finch, (Procellaria aequino^lialis) 
has got this name from feamen for (hewing the ' 
bad omen which its appearance forebodes. A 
couple of thefe little birds ^accompanied us^ 
and always flew quite clofe to the furface of 
the water, if the fea was ever fo rough. We 
faw them likewife the foUoWiDg days*

Six dolphins ^ followed our ftiip, and genje^ 
rally were on the furface of the water. I 
never faw a finer fifli than this for the variety 
of its colours. The dolphin is the fame in a 
large fize, as the gold-fiih is in a fmalL

This morning, about; two o*clock, I faw an 
eclipfe of the moon, which began on the 
fouth-eaft fide, and continued till three quar- 
ters pad three o^clock, when only the norths 
weft border was eclipfed.

About eight o'clock at night we heard, a? 
feveral times, a deep and harfli noife. Wc 
fuppofed this was the voice of fome large fiftij 
and p^h;aps pf that which we faw the vi^% 
day. Some faid that they faw its way, and 
that it (hone a little in the darlc. This light 
giight probably arif^ ftpij^ the violent jngdo^

The fea raged exceffively, and ,was driven 
by the wind, as thefnow is on the land. The 
colour of the waves, and their height indeed, 
refcmbled hills of fnow. At three o'clock ia 
the afternoon a great body of water burft into ' 
the cabbins through the windows, and fpoiled 
dl the fugar, cloths, books, &c. which it met 
with. This accident put us into great confufion. 
Such was the reception we met with at the 
ro(!:ks of St. Paul and Am/ierdaniy from whence^ 
Ac next night, a ftorm attended with hail fo 
effeftually helped us away, that the reefed 
mizzcn and fore-fails only, were fufficient, 
whereas at other times we were obliged to ad4 
twenty more fails.

As foon as the water paff- 
es over them^^ they flretch out their tentacula 
like 'hooks to get their food by, which is ei- 
ther the conferva rivularis which grows about 
them, or fome other things which the water 
(:arries to them. The reafon which made the 
ancients call this lepas Concha anattfera\ ap- 
pears from' Grew^s Mufeum, p. 148. where 
he fays, that fqme affert it as a certainty, that 
in the Qrcades were fome worms, which grew 
in hollow trees, and got, in time, a head,

We were come fo far^ that we expe^ed to 
fee New Holland foon ; but were difappointed,

Two tropic birds (Phaeton atbereus), fo 
called by feamen becaufe they live within the 
tropics, were obferyed foaring iij the air at a 
confiderable height, as latks do. They feem- 
cd to be large and white, with a long narrow 
tail, confifting of a few feathers, with fmootb, 
black edges, and a red bill. The defcription 
of this bird may be met with further oij.

Both tkefe birds wifre exceedingly Jean, 
and npt eatable on account of their oily taftc 
In flying they fpread their tails like a fan,' and 
bend their long necks towards the fide they fly 
to. They fettle upon Ihips, and fotnetimes 
(lay on them (if not feared away) whilft they 
^I many miles_. They are nmch plagued with 
iice, and for that reafon are not agreeable to 
keep. _ Thefe lice run very f^ifriy, and foon 
Creep upon the men. They are fmall and white, 
and black on the middle: fome are brawn; 
and fome have four long feet. 

At five o*clock in the afternoon, Wincofers 
point was N. by W. and the middle of the iflc;

July the I4tb. 

To-day we had clear weather and butlittk 
wind. In the afternoon, at four o'clock, we 
f4Dund ground at ninety fathoms depth* 

TflE Caps of y^v^, which we paffed* at 
ftine o'clock before noon, was at firft N. N. W. 
to us, and at te» it was N. by W. This high 
fteep promontory is' called Java head by the 
Englijh failors and ours, or the Pico of the 
Prince IJland. Iris on the right if you arc 
failingJato New Bay^- which is the firft portin 
that road* This mountain is of a brown red 
colour. Ncaf Java head is a neck of land 
every where covered with trees, and therefore is 
entirely like that fide of Java which we paff- 
ed by* Higher up the country the ground 
was rifing, and the palm-trees were taller thaa 
I' ever faw any where elfe. In a few places wc 
obferved, between thefe thickets, fome fpots 
of ground the furface of which appeared quite 
yellow from the blooming flowers : this gave 

a.charmr 
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k charming appearance to the country, but 
bcreafed my chagrin as I was not to go on 
Ihore; Und I was forced to languiih hke si 
hungry perfon who views his food only at a 
drftance. Thefc Wood^ are faid to be fo full 
of tigers and other beafts of prey, that no- 
body, ventures to live on the caftem fhore of 
the ifland* At night it was extremely agree* 
able upon the decks, for we were refreihed 
by the fweet fmcll which exhaled from the 
trees and other vegetables. We were vifited 
by many little white birds, like our gulls, 
which flutteted about us and whiftled; and 
afterwards another larger fort of birds came to* 
us, but foon after left us* 

Ni£u Eylandi ot the fJew tjlknd^ -whence 
the neiw bay, or the hew road, derives it$ 
name, is the place where the Swedijh Eajl 
India company's fliip ^he Gothic Lion (which 
had loft, the trade- wiftd) was obliged to ftay, 
and whence all our fliips oil thefr return fetch 
frefli water ; and eVen on their voyage, from 
Europe^ if in want of it, or if detained by 
calms or by contrary winds. At eleven o'clock 
We had a coral bottom, twenty fathoms depth.

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The fecond port m Java is Welcome bofy 
the third Pepper-bay and the fourth Jng€r% 
which are all on the righ^ coftkmg f^om Europe^ 
On the left or fouth fide is JPmrtf IJland^ 
which is faid to be very populenasj and beteug* 
to the king of Bam am. From this iflaind the 
fhips of otheF natioos take virater for their re- 
turn, as the Swedifh fhips formerly did : but 
they have fince foiiiKi New-bay mare eonve^ 
nient for that pirpofe. 

. SuMMAtKA, which we faw at a gieat diP 
tancebehiEd Prince IJland^ is much larger thait 
Javay and is completed to be two hundred 
Swedifh miles long*. The country was on: 
this fide like Princes Ifiand^ and fc^ the mofl 
part eovered with thick woods, b«twee» wbicb 
were feme «^ea flaces^r 

On the ftiore of Java we faw feme fmall 
reddifb r<acks> and fea-turtles oa the water* 
In tiie evening the iky was covered with fonae 
clouds ftiining like gold, upon which rain and- 
thunder cnfued. The 'inhabitants alting the 
Ihore lighted feveral fires to frighten witd

^1 was iUcnt, dXi^ we anchored in the fourth 

July the 15th* 

The thunder clouds lay low oii the moun- 
tains, fo that the high rocks were prominent 
above them. Thunder and lightning, toge- 
ther with rain, enfiied. 

We weighed anchor at eight o'clock in the 
morning, having had Jngeri point N. N. £• 
and the ifland called ^er im Wege (that is 
dcrofs the way) between N. and N. by £• 

TiTE ifle of Krak0 toa was to the left of us. 
About nine o'clock we caft anchor ; we had 
fifteen fathoms depth, and a clayey ground, 
pn which fay little Jhells, We had the fourth 
bay ffoqfi Java^ between S. and S, by E, The 
befwe mentioned ifland N. £• and Jngeri 
Point N.E. by E. 

Some moths fame aboard our fhip and were 
caught, Tiz. Sphinx atropos Linn, or the Jaf^ 
nimSfhiihc: \t% upper wings arc black, with 

K 3 whitifh 
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whitifli fpots ; but at the extremity of an 
orange colour : the under fide of the upper, 
and both fides of the lower wings, have black 
lines: the antenna zvehhckHh, prifmatic, and 
have a brown fpot on the point: the eyes 
are large and black ; the l^ack of the thorasf 
is marked with a blackifli brown figure like a 
ikuU: the body is black below, with orange 
rings: it is marked at top with rings of black 
changing into blue: the feet arc flbaded black 
and brown ; and their fpines, which ftingTikc 
nettles, have the fame colour : this Sphinx has 
a ftrong fpiral tongue. When caught, it made 
a noife fomcthing like a bird. 

At half an hour after four in the afternoon 
we failed, and about fpc o'clock we dropped the 
anchor at ten fathoms depth, ip a blue fandy, 
clayey ground, ' 

The ifland called Jcro/s the way wa? now N. 
N. W. ^nd Atigeri S. by E. We faw two 
^res on the coaft of Java. 



July the 1 6th.

Abqut 
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About eleven o'clock . we weighed anchor, 
but fpon after dropt 'it again, at a moderate 
diftance from Angeri. Here at laft I got leave 
to go on fhore with the boat, which fetched 
fome refrelhments for our men, fuch as cocoa- 
nuts, &c* but only on condition of returning 
immediately as foon as the commanding officer 
flioulddefire me. We had provided ourfelves 
with fire arms in cafe of a bad reception. 

As foon as we reached the land (which we 
did with, great difficulty, on account of the 
coral bottom, and becaufe the tide ran very 
much to the fhore), fome natives of the coun- 
try naet us : thefe at firft feemed undetermined 
whether to look upon us as aiemies or as 
friends ; for they were then at war with tlie 
Dutch. Each of them had a dagger on his 
fide, which looked like a kitchen knife hung 
in a belt, and its point was made poifonous by 
the Toxicaria of Rumpbius. One of them 
carried a couple of javelins on his back, and a 
cane in his hand. They were, alraofl: naked, 
being covered with nothing but a brown cotton 
doth, fpottcd with blue, tied round the body 
with a handkerchief; between which their 
dag^ir fe put. With thefe poifoned daggers 

K 4 ' the/ 
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jhey c«t the cocoa-nuts, and other things ; but 
they Ukewifc defend themfehcs ' agaiaft their 
^enemies vrith them. Round their black hair 
fhej wear a check handkerchief tied, yet fij 
that the crown pf their hea4 remains ubcotw- 
pd. When they came oH-bpard they fome? 
times dreffed themfelves in a loofe &irt, which 
iwras commonly blue or check. Some of them 
:3Peore on their fingers brafs rjpg? with fcals of 
ftones likd blue faphires. Thefe Indian? 
were of a miiidle fize, but generally Ihort j 
their hair and eye-brows black, their teeth of 
a blackifh red, their eyes and nofes little, their 
mouth large, and moft of them had no beards. 
They were civil, grave, firaple, and willing 
to oblige ; but cried like children if any thing 
was taken from them. They want no chairs, 
l^ccaufe they fit upon their heels Ukemc«jkeys. 
Their falute is Taba tuani, or Gaodd^y to you. 
Sir. At lafl: they ofFened us their cocoa-nuts, 
plantains, chicken, b^eer, buflfaloes, tprtoifes, 
and bed-mats ; which latter were either doul^le, 
that is, fuch as have larger meftes on 'one 
fide ; orjngle, which arc always brought her« 
and nfcd as Ihcets, on account of tjieir cool- 
neft. In payment they received Sfanijb filvcF 
fn^ey, or wares, fuch as <^d Ibiris, hand- 
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kerchiefs, mirrors, glafe, knives, pins* ant} 
Uepdles, flints, &€. 

The fe^rfbpre here confifts of 9 grey fand, 
%! which 3£e feveral cor^, fiach as miidre- 
peres, millepoFes, &c. 2& aiib'&sMs, Tiz. 
Cffiraa a&a and Cypr(m puv3ata^ twu fpecies 
.cf Cm^rifs, were fo^nd here. The eouiRry 
was fcarpe a yard higher than the furface of 
the watpr. A number of fmali crabs ran very 
Q^oblry OB the land. 

A LiTTjUE hut, eonfifting of four poles, 
open on the fides, but covered with cocoa 
leaves at th^ top, find ufed for fires at night, 
was fojund on the fhorc. The people live fd 
cojitieQ&ed here amongll apes and parrots, that 
the ftatelieft palaces in Europe do not contain 
jEb happy inhabitants. 

A1.L the trees are different from thofe which 
^Tt foun4 with ^s, and fland fo clofe together 
on the fea-ftiore, that it is almoft impoiEble 
for a ftranger tp penetrate into the country. 

The inhabitants of Java had a little path 
through the wood, but they forbad me going, 
tbrpqgh itr Tl^cy accompanied us to-day 

along 
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along the: fhore towards the llde^f Angeri^ on. 

a brook which was about the diftance ofy a 

gnn-ihot from our boat, where we filled a tun 

.foil of. water, which was not^very good. On 

the fide of the brook flood a tree of about 

tensor twelve feet lugh, which had both flowers 

and fruits, and which the Indians called Vien- 

iaro : it is Cerbera Manghas 5 the germen is 

oval like ihcfiigma^ which is bifid: the (W/- 

wardfielloi the fruit contained a milky juice, 

which raifed a fufpicion of its qualities; and 

befides, the people of. the country more than 

once .toid us that it was poifonous. It may 

be compared with the Arbor ladaria, Malaice*

dkum^ MerianSurin. p. & t. 8. ^authlepatli 

L Arbor ignea* Hern.

The other plants which I gathered here,

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are oblong, creft, hairy, and ihorter than the 
filaments : the germen is almoft oval, and fitur 
ated below the corolla : the ftylus is filiform, 
and is of the fame length with the filaments:

in each partition were two flat, oval feeds : 
ihc/mell is like that of an Agaric.

hang downwards, and are quadrangular : the 
lea'oes are ovatOTlanceolated, oppofite, fmooth, 
pointed, pctiolated, inclining to one fide and 
deciduous.

Convolvulus pes capraUimx. lay on the fliore^ 
with )ts jiong tendrils and fine flowers.

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^ JfchaMum muiicum pr&cumbens Linn* was the 
inoft common grafs along the fca-lhorc. 

Vitex trifolia : the fsrianthium is monopeta? 
Ipus, quinquedcntatcd, cylindrical, . and very 
fliort^ the corolla is monopetalous and ringent: 
the middlemoft lacinia of the upper line is 
longer and broader than the four others^ 
which are equal : the four filaments^ two of 
which were longer than the others, are infert- 
cd in the bafe of the limbus : the Jiyltu \% 
longer than x^atjiamina : the antbera are bifid ; 
and fo is the Jiigma^ which is reflefted : the 
berry is obovated : the branches are quadran* 
gular, lanated, like, the leaves and petioli: 
two, three, or four leaves fit together; but 
on the branches they are fin^e < the Jhliph are 
lanceolated and ferrated.

fhort petals : the filaments are ten in number,

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one ; they are all fubulated : the anthera are 
erefted and oblong : the germen is long, and 
lanated : ihe Jiylus is fubulated : the Jiigma is 
deflefted and barbated : the fiowers are verti- 
cillated, red and deciduous. . The yri//V which 
lay under this tree (if it may be called fo) 
was a narrow rhomboidal fod (Jegumen) : it 
contained two kidhey-£haped7^^rfj. The tree 
was as high as a man's head, and very ra- 
mofe : it had no leaves at that time, but fine 
fcarlet flowers. It may be compared with the 
Gedala litorea ; Malaice Gelala laut et Gelala 
iiam ; Baden/ibus Dadab. Rumph. Tom. iii. p« 
231. UTT* This author fays, the tree is in 
bloflbm at the latter end of July, and the 
leaves fall off about that time. In the middle 
of Auguft the flowers drop. In September 
comes the fruit and the frefli leaves. The 
blood-coloured parrots called Luris like thefe 
flowers exceedingly ;• about the time that the 
trees are in bloffbm, they flock about them, and 
fuckthejuiceoutof the Nedaria; and at that 
time they are caught in fprfngcs fixed to the 
boughs of the trees. The above-mentioned 
author Ibews the ufe of the leaves and bark 
in phyfic; on the latter of which grew Byjicr 
fandelaris^ and on the root Onoclea fenfibilh

with a rough bark, ^and a flem which is un- 
divided up to the crown. On the bark grows 
a white flour-like' mofs. The cocoa-nuts, 
which hung at the top, looked like cabbages,, 
and were fomewhat triangular; the exterior 
jQiell of the nut is yellow when it begins to 

ripen,. 
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ripen> and grows brown ? it omfifts of sM 
outer cafe, like hemp, and is nfed as fucl^ 
and therefore is commonly peeled off before 
thi fe^t h fold; Sic^ring a tiarrdW ftripe^ 
which is left to ftiew hoiir ripe the nut ii j an<l 
accordingly is either green, or yellowj or 
brown. Yet thefe nuts may be had quite' 
perfeft if they arc ordered, and in that ftatc 
they contain the greateft plenty of freih water. 
The fibrous ihell is ufed for matches and 
ropes, but the latter foon rot in frefh water. 
Tke next fliell below this is white before it is 
ripci but it afterwards becomes brown and 
Tez7 hard : near the ftalk it is fomewhat angu"" 
iated. The jfava people make ufe of it to 
put their brown fugar and other tlibgs in.' 
i?sople going to tke Eaji Indies make drinking 
vetfeis and punch ladles of it: atid beiides' 
this fome very prettj litde balkets. Oppofite 
to ihi bafti^ or to thi part wh(!re the felk h 
fiftened, are three Kttle holes, but duly otr6 
c5f them is eafily ojjenedi The inticrmoft Ihtll, 
1*hich fits clofc to tht hard fhcK, is whftf, 
afid i^oi much h^trder thaa a turiiep hifbtt it 
h boiicrd: it may beeutcn t^% and h: hasa^ 
tafte of fwcet altaonds ; and for Aat reafofr 
feamen mix it with cinnamon, and make a fort 
of almond milk with it. It mty alfo be ufed 

as 
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^s a fallad^ when prepared with vinegar^: falt^ 
and oil. The nut is filled with a pale, fweet 
water, which tul-ns four if it is not drunk fpou 
^ter the nut is c^ned. Every nut contains 
about a pint, or ibmewhat more^ of this wa- 
ter. We ufcd It for fome week^^ whilft it was 
freih, inftead of tea. It is faid that this juice^ 
if it is ufed as water to wa(h one's felf^ gives a 
fine complexion. When- the. nut grows old, 
the water congeals into a fpungy white kernel, 
from which, after the fh^ll is opened, fomc 
leaves fpring up^ which keep very long with- 
out putting the nut into the. ground or'water- 
ifljg it. A hundred nuts coft a fe/a duro, or 
Spanijb dollar^ The trees flood along the 
(tore in low places,, and were very plentifuL 
Authors fay very circumftantially^ that this 
tree affords cloaths, meat and drink^ houfes, 
iorhuts, utenfils or houfehold implements,, and 
other inftrviments, to the natives. To the laft 
mentioned purpofe the ftem is of ufe ; out of 
the branches they make the arched entrances 
to their hurs> to which they faften flowers on 
their wedding-days : the leaves are made ufe 
of for thatching, fails, bafkets, brooms, and 
may be wrought uppn with bamboo nails : 
the kernel and water of the nut afford them 
their meat and beverage : the outward fliell 
.Vol. It ii affords 
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adSbrdscloathing, painting-bruihes^ &c» If an. 
kicifioQ h made into any fooogfa, a clear juice 
tuns from th^woundin the night time, which, 
makes fyrup and vinegar if properly prepared. 
WkhoQt tfai& )ai€e ei cocoa no arradc can be 
made t and the Ghinefe^ for this reafon, are 
obliged to buy this liquor here. The Indian^ 
breakfaft on the kernel of the cocoarnnt^ fa- 
|;oe-bread and dried fi(h : but thofe of higher 
rank add fome boiled rice. The flieli is ufed 
like Areca^ for chewing^ but fivft they mix k 
with Betel and chalk: it is IScewife put into 
water^ and afterwards they make a milk of it» 
which they caH S1W1/4W-, in which they boil 
hcrbsy cabbage^ riee and fi&est this milk 
turns four in one night. If it is mixed with, 
a certain quandty of water and boiled in a . 
pot, it loles its white colour ; and when all the 
water is gone off, a pure oil remainsi which it; 
is faid is as clear and fweet as oil of olires ; 
k is ufed as butter, and is a very nutritive 
food. Both men and women anoint them- 
felves with cocoa 01^ both againft certain dif- . 
eafes, and becaufe it is faihionable ta^ haVe 
black hair. The ladies of Java and Bahya 
mix part of the root of turmerick {Ci^cuma 
Linn.) with it, which gives a luftrc tJlftheit? 
complexions* The l^ortuguefe dof^ pre-. 

fcriba ; 
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fcribe tocoa oil wRft fy?up of violets agimft 
Roughs and afthmas, and oftJer gdtffy people to 
fub the parts afFcfted ^th h, &c. The root« 
are u&d againft dyfehteries and ferersi The 
ftrangury and the ^n&rrhaa virulentd are 
healed by means of the flowers takett out df

*fc fbgai?. If frefe coeoa-iiilts afe roafted 
and grow cold again, 6r when they ai*e ex^ 
pofed to- dtvt, <hey aSffe faid to ptit a fto^ tb 
agues and the like diftafes: It might be of.

In Milnbdr the kernels of the rip^ nuts are 
dried by the fnn, and exported into ofliei:

pons are rubbed to prevent their rufting. 

Tirs mtiabitants of this part of yat^ahsA 
fib wild birds to fell atprefent; however^ for 
two knives^ I got an j^pids vitidis fitpraferru-' 
gmedt {JMirofs viriSs Linn.) One might' fc^ 
by its alpBfl: k was not formed for a fongfter, 
bat only to dear the earth of grubs and other 
idfeds^ h made fome noife now and then at ' 
long as it lifed; but it furyived but ^ few 
days.

Several infefts, particularly butterflies, 
flew about us on all fides ; but it was their 
good fortune that we flayed no longer on Ihore* 
I only caught an Jfis rufa, thorace antice linea

iLH'Efiying'boats or proas of the Java peapU 
were pulled on Ihore and carried into the woods, 
left the great heat of the fun ihould ' fpoil

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ail <iut- rigger of bambcx), going in the water 
on one-fide, which makes it morefecure*". 

Java tortoifes (Te/iudo Javanicd) were fold 
here two for a piaftre. They were both females* 
They are dreft for eating in the fame man- 
ner as the tortoifes in the Afcenfim Ifland, as 
will be found ii^ the fequel j but the lattef, 
are much larger, and of a quite different kind,- 
as will appear from this defcription x the upfer 
jaw is ftriated inwardly j the lower is dentated; 
the upper Jhield is of a reddiih brown, and 
ftriated : the five middlemoft fcuteUa aire pen- 
tagonal : next to them are, on e^ch fide, four 
oblong pentagons, crofs-ways; and on the 
margin, are twenty-five leffer oblong quadrila- 
teral ones : xht Jhield on the belly is yellowiftx- 
white, and reticulated : on each fide are eight 
ribs: i\it paws zni, feet zv^ entire, but fomc- 
what notched on the inner fide*

"they brought advice, that the Queen of Bafi» 
fam was killed, that the King was taken pri- 
foner, and that five thoufand Dragoons and 
one thoufand five hundred Huffars were at that 
time ready to kill all the inhabitants of Bantam 
\vithout diftinfiioh, wlio would riot acknow- 
ledge the King wlxom they had appointed, 
and who ihould* refufe to look upon the 
Dutch as their proteftors. The prince of 
Madura fupported the Dutch in this affair 
with ail his power. 

The iHand of Great Java is fituated Undet 
the fixth degree of fouth latitude, between 
Summatra, £anca^ Borneo, Madura, Baly of 
t^ittk J(iroa, and tte country of Eendraught 
(Union). It appears from hence that it muft be 
Very hot, and* the heat would be intolerable if 
the thick woods did not retain the moifture 
after the rains are over, and if all kinds of 
animals were not refreflicd by the Ihade. 

Batavia is the celebrated capital of the 
Dutch in this ifle, who built it in the year 
1610, in the place where, the old town of 
Jacatra formerly ftood ; biit as it lay on the 
other fide of -the ifle we did not get fight of it. 
I aiti jold there ^are fine houfes in it, and that 

It 
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it is inhabited by merchants of all nations, and 
even by Chinefe, who cbiittibiite much to the 
riches of this place. The Dutch Council of 
India has its feat there ; stnd frbin thence 
dircfts their Eafi4ndiu tradg. 

The Dutch intend to poflefs themfelyes of 
Bantam^ a town and kingdom which has 
formerly been governed by a Mahomedan 
King, and carries on a great trade in pepper. 

It is faid that the language is either that of 
the natives or the Malaic. Leideckef has 
Wrote the firft Malaic and Dutch diftionary iii 
Batavia, which Cardinal Earberini got pub- 
Klhed in Latin at Rome^ i^Sij in quarto, ty 
David Hixio. Hadrianus Relandus^ in h\i 
Dijfcrtationes mifcell^neay has likewife publiftied 
a fylloge of the diftionary of Leidecker. Not 
» to mention fome other work's which the Dutch 
hate publiftied in the Malaic language^ fuch 
as the New ^efiament, &c. " 

The Malaic language is faid to be more 
tiniverfal in India^ than Latin in Europe. 

Bats? oif the fisle of raVeng, flew every 
evening from Summatra to Java, to fpend the

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Dight there^ .and. returned in the morning to 
Summatra. This is undoubtedly a lingular 
circumflance^ deferving a clofer examination. 
In flight and fize they were like our ravens ; ^ 
a man of veracity aflTured me, that he had 
feen them in ^a garden at Batavia; do thcfc 
animals find fome food at Java which they 
cannot meet with in Summatra ? or are they 
molefted during the nights in Summatra with 
' enemies which are not to be found in Java ? 
what elfe can be the reafon why they fp often . 
change their habitations ? 

July the 19th. 

We paffed -by the point of Bantam in the 
IrAorning, in fair weather and with favourable 
wind -5 and in the afternoon about two of the 
clock, two ifles which are fo like one another 
that they are called the Two Brothers. The 
ground was a, blue clay mixed with- white 
fahd ; it, was at ten or thirteen fathoms depth. 

July the 21ft. 

The water looked yellow, and was now in 
bloflbm°, -as. our people told me*

bad its own inhabitants. Our Ihip required 
at leaft eighteen feet de^th of water, before, 
and nineteen and. a half behind; for which 
reaf6n we always fent oar boat and Hodp 
before us, as foon as we had but five fathomd 
depth : in foine places we had fcarce four 
fathotns depth : thus we failed hefe according 
f to t^e depth,, and by the direftion of our lead, 
and not according to the courfe, which was the 
caufe that we did not approach Summatra : 
nearer than at five fathoms depth ; uor did 
we venture to keep further off than at fcveo^ ' 
fathoms depth. ^ , 

The ifle of Summatra;sfi\iic\i was cdAtinually 
on our left, and to which we failed fo neat, 
was low in this place, and covered with trees, 
Whica ftood fcry clpfe, wiiofe ftems "were 
without brancncs, and all of a height? and' 
for that reafon, the foreft looked like a cut 

yellow hue, by aklndof j52^ror£ftfrr-«itrr4-WWi whkh 
it is then filled : and from thence even the fea is faid to be 
in blp%jDy when its fu^face is tinged with- a preternatural

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hedge, or aS a clump of reeds in the water j 
btit further on a row of higher and darker 
trees made their appearance. Perhaps the 
former trees were thofe called Spamjh reeds : 
the landing is faid to be very inconvenient, on 
account of thp deep clay, which extends a good 
way into the wood : however, there are Swedes 
who have fomctimes been on fliore for plea- 
fure, and to cut wood. Juan de la Sema fays, 
in his Dicctonario Geographico, that the above 
mentioned ifland is three hundred leagues long, 
and feventy broad; that it produced rice, 
feveral forts of fpice and fruit ; that it k fub- 
j eft to a great deal of rain; and that the heat 
is much greater than in Java : that the petty 
Krags have a King fuperior to them all at 
Akhen ; . and that the inhabitants arc black, 
ugly, proud, tyrannical, treacherous, and faith- 
lefs Mahomedans, who defpife all ftrangers. 

The ifle of 'Banca lay on our right. - The 
mountain called Monopn, whicfi is upon it, 
may be feen at a great diftance. 

W£ caft anchor in the evening. 

July 
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July the 2 2d. 

We failed with 9, fair wind, ttowever, not 
above half a mile fronT Banca. ' The ifle of 
Nania, or Polo Nanka, where frefli water is to 
be got, was obferved on our right. We ap- 
proached very near to the North fide of Sum- 
fnatray whiph looked as before mentioned ; we 
anchored towards the third promontory or 
cape. 

Iksects came to us from the land. 



The 23d July. 

Having feen in the mprning a Junke (for 
that is the name* of a Chinefe yacht)> we hap'^ 
pily pafTed a l^e rock hidden under water, 
which has frightned many Eq/i-fridia failors, 
and wh^ieh they call the Frederick Henry. This 
place is dangerous, becaufe the low water 
prevents )the Ihips from approaching the fliore ; 
but if they go too far off, the above rock may 
m^tke an end of the whole voyage, as happened 
to a Dutch fljip, and is ftill quite freflx in our 
TOemorics.

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I HAVE often been told that fquirrels fome« 
times fail acrofs the fea ; but to-day I experi- 
enced, that birds likewife' are poffeffeS of that 
art; for a Bool^y Q^elecanus Pyhator) failed by 
us on a root.

The 24th July. 

We now faw thofe called the Seven IJlands 
on the right; but they were at a greater 
diftance than the ifles Folo-Taya on the left:

and lie? exaftly under the line; was overagainft 
us at 6 o'clock in the evening. 

The 25th July, i^ Northern Latitude, 
The wind was fair, and we faw land.

The firll was a little high white 
rock ; and the others were covered with foil 
and fome fmall plants. We therefore turned 
and took another courfe. We faw birds of 
feveral forts at a diftance ; we were accompa- 
nied by fome dog-fifhes, and likewife a fpecies 
of eels, with yellow tranfverfal lines, if they 
were not fnakes ; they kept behind the fhip, 
in that part of the water which the keel of 
the Ihip had cut through; and 1 Ihould fup- 
pofe that they and feveral other little fiflies 
followed us from the Streights of Sunda^ W^ 
Jikewife faw them the next dajr*^

The weather was fair, and we failed exafily 
before the wind.

Polo Candor^ together with fomc other ifles 
in the neighbourhood, appeared to the left. 
This ifle is inhabited, and belongs to the king 
pf Cambogia : it is fifteen, leagues oSCambegia^ 
atid its latitude 8? 40'. In the year 1746 the 
Ihip Calmar was obliged to winter near Polo 
Candor.^ The chaplaip, M. TarnfircEniy who 
xnade the firft trial what a ^wedij% naturalift 
might expeft from fuch voyages, died here^ 
on the 4th of December, and his funeral was 
honoured by the firing of two guns. The 
abovemcntioned ihip was forced to flay near 
this ifland from the iirh of Oftober 1746, tq 
{he 15th pf April 1747, on, account of con* 
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trary' winds; for in the Chinefe Tea two con- 
tinual winds blow every year; fo -that- fix 
months are taken up by each of them : from 
April to September you may fail to China 
with a fouth weft wind ; but the other months 
from China with a north eaft wind. It is very 
unfortunate to be here 'when thefe wind's 
change, for then are ufually e^xceeding great 
ftorms (called Tayfun p by the Chinefe) which 
continue to rage twenty-fix hours with fuch 
fury, that the people on- board the fhips can- 
not get out of their places, but muft ftand a$ 
if they were lafhed to the maft : and this o\xx

This day and the preceding night we had 
nofUy calm and'clear weather ; afterwards the 
mind was changeable j towards evening it light- 
ened; about twelve o'clock at night it rained 
very hard, with much lightning, during which 
the whole £ky was covered with clouds. . On 
the foretop fomething like a little ftar was ' 
perceived. The Counfellor of Chancery, Mr. 
Klfngen/iternay{zys,m the learned fpecch "which 
he delivered in 1755, on theneweft eleftrical 
cKperiments, when he refigned the office of 
Ptefident of the, Royal Academy of Sciences, 
that fuch flames are eleftric, being emitted 
from an eleftrical cloud,, which ferves as a 
conduftor. Among the ancient naturalifts 
thefe flames were mentioned ^ndcr th^ names 
cf Helena, Cajior and Pollux^

irithin our fight, towards' noon. The wind ^ 
5 abating. 
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abating, the heat became intolerable. To-! 
wards the evening we anchored; 

Balistes Monoceros is a fpecies of filh 
which looks like a flounder at a difttoce, and 
has almoft the fame tafte, but is not fo fat. 
The fifli was half a foot long, and its body ^ 
" <:overed with a dark-grey rough ikin. Wc ' 
caught fevcral with a hook, and this affOTdcd 
me an opportunity of defcribing them. 

On each fide is z/pirackj and next to it. 
Within the Ikiti, two tranfverfal bones : the firft 
dorfal Jin near the eyes, cOnfifts of a reveried 
brittle bone, which is armed with little hooks ; 
it is the length of a finger's breadth, and .a 
litde longer than the other fins : the fecond 
dorfal Jin has forty-feven rays ; the peroral 
fins are the leaft ; each has thirteen rays t the 
ventral Jins are Wanting; in their ftead is i 
long bone under the fkin : xht anal Jin is oppo- 
Cte to the fecond dorfal fin, and has 5 1 rays : 
the tail has 12 ramofe rays : the mouth is ob-» 
long and narrow: the lower y^w? is foitiewhat 
longer than the upper ; on each fide of it 
ftand three pointed, broad teethy connefted 
together below, of which the middlemoft is 
fplit : the lips are moveable*

Afifli 
equal infize and appearance to the Balifies 
monoceros, but marked oVer the whole body as 
it were with blue letters of an Eaftern lan- 
guage, was caught here, and put into Spnnijh 
brandy ; but th"e fine colours vanilhed as foon 
as: it was dead* In the afternoon we had a 
tolerable good wind, but at night again ftood 
out to fea ; becaufe a cloudy fky and lighten- 
iag are faid to be the forerunners of a ftotm; 
We had cloudy weather, contrary winds,' suad 
ibowersof rain, the followmg days.

fioccA T^yger, in the Chinefe language Ph$'- 
ia'o^ the mouth of the Tyger or Phcmunn ; the 
Tygery at its opening, is a narrow rivet, where 
We anchore4 about noon for wamt of wind. Oa 
the right hand fide of the entrance, was a -low 
caftie, furrounded by trees; on both fides of it 
;a.path aicended the mountain to a fmall houfe ; 
before which flood a white hut, which is fup- 
pofed to be a place dedicated to an idol : fomc- 
what further on the left were two caftles on 
two different hills, furrounded likewifc by 
trees; the moft outward of th«n was fur- 
rounded by water, and had a little hut clofc 
to it : the inner one is higher, fo that it may 
command the other * . 

• Sec Lord Anfon's Vc^agc round the World, book iS. 
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l^ANPARiNi or Commander^ is a denorai- 
jDatioii which our people borrow from the 
Portugueze, and which they give to all public 
^officers in this country, even to lower officers 
of the cuftoms : if a Cbinefe was to pronounce 
this word, he would fay Mandeli, for they can* 
not pronounce the letter r ; whence it plainly 
appears that the "^ovi. Mandarin does not bc^ 
long to their language : fome of thefe gende- 
men now came on board, to fee what fort of 
people we were ; two Mandarins accompanied 
us up the rirer, to Wam-pu, where we met two 
others, each of which joined the ihip in his 
boat with his men, each having his appointed 
ftation. He who was on the right fide of the 
ihip, and was the neareft to it, belonged to the 
cuftoms, and flayed with us whilft we were in 
China ; but the other on the left was a mili* 
tary man, and was exchanged every month : 
their bufmefs is, to keep off the thieving Chinefe 
from the ftiip, and to provide thofe, who muft, 
on account of bufinefs, go 4:o Canton or other 
places, with Tiafp, or paffports, which muft 
be (hewn at the cuftoni-houfc. Their ptople 
tm almoft get a fufficient fubfiftence by wafli* 
ing of Ijnen : it is remarkable, that no Cbinefe^ 
can be a Mandarin in the place where he is 
born.

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The fifherragu brought fever^ forts of fifh^, 
0S eels, at leaft a fort of them* called Paling 
in the Cbfnefe language, fpals, rays, and Chin^/e 
crab?. 

Cakcer Chinenfiif Theiib are as big agaiQ

tranfparent, as long as a hand is broad : the 
rojirum has eight inciiions abo?^, and four 
below ; the eyes are excefllyely prpmineatj as; 
if they (tood on ftalks ; on the fides are two 
Jittle leaves ; the Jides are lacerated and notch- 
ed ; the bodyy befides the tail and head, has 
iix articulations ; the tail has four oyal leares^ 
except the middle one, which is Ihairp pointed^ 
concave, and cylindrical ; tl^e five pair of hind 
feet arc r^, and covered with hair tqwards the 
inward margin ; the five pair of fore feet are

At night we advanced with wind and tidct 
and anchored near the LiorCs bowery which is 
fhc firfl of three renjarkable tqwcrs in the way 
fp Canton^ 
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The 2Sth of Auguft* 

The weather was clear : a rich Chinefe 
threw ztostQiit out of bis boat> iov the ufe of 
fuch poor people as would give tliemiely«$ t]^ 
trouble to go and fetch it. 

After a voyage of five rtionths ari5 Tour 
Says from Cadiz^ Wc w teft arrived at Huani'- 
pu^ or, as it is commonly cafied, Wam-fu. This 
js the place where all Euto^n Ikip^ in the 
river of Canton .or Tn-ho ride at anchor, and 
where they ftay as long as they trade in .this 
country* We reckoned this anclioring place 
about four Swedijh miles from the momh of 
th6 river, or Bocca-tygerM To Canton We had 
a mile and a half, s^ the town of Wam^pu^ 
which is to the left When you arrive, was 
about half a mile off from hence. On Both 
fides of the river we faw large low rice-fields. 
Here were already fixteen European fliips, 
and one came in after us ; fo that, bei^des the 
Chinefe boats, which anchor near the town, 
or in another place, this year there were i8 
fliips,

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At night we heard a fort of thufic, partly 
made by infefts, and partly by the noife of 
the Gungung in the Sam^anes and Bancjhals. 

Arriving at Wam-fu^ you have a large 
field with rice on your right, for no other com 
is ufual in this country : part of this field 
pear the river is fcparated from the reft by 
a ditch, leading to a bancflial, or warehoufe 
for Englijhy Swedifliy and Danijh (hips ; thefc 
ihips annually raife this place higher with their 
ballaft : but this time our people made a fine 
ftone quay where large boats could land. The 
French have their warehoufe on the French 
ifland, which lies on the left, fomewhat near- 
er to Canton. The 'Dutch are forbid to come 
here with feveral fhips at once, pr to land any 
baggage, having once attempted to bring 
cannon on Ihore in w^ter-tubs-; but, as. they 
broke to pieces, their fcheme was difcovered. 
I am told that the Dutch have fince got a banc* 
jQbal, JA 176U 

Bang SAL (in French bancafal, in EngUJh 

banclhal) is the place, or warehoufe, where we 

ftow all our unneceffary wood and tackle, 

, pitcl^ and tar j an^ keep our chicken, hogs. 
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&c. during our flay In C6/«^J. The fhip which 
comes firft Jhas the beft- place. . £ach (hip i» 
obliiged to give a fum lor the pl^e k t Ae^ 
up, bcfides paying the cmjpradcr iFoj erefiiog 
(immediately after the arrival of a fixip) a 
vrardiouie in form of a bar q^ made of bamboo 
and mats, in :wluch there are two chambers iox 
the mstc or bandhal captain^' who continually 
watdies with fome rfailors at both ends of the 
building. As loog as they do not fufpe^l any 
thieves^- i^y ihout out ffom one bancflbal to 
another, xiJI weUy and often beat the gungungi 
to ihew their vigilance. A liberty was former- 
ly .given te the eentinels of firii\g upon the 
Chin^fcy who ventured to get into thofp banc* 
Ihals.at night ; but this Is not now permitted. 

When an eminent ftranger pays vifits, or 
when the colours of a fliip are hoifted, the 
flags are difplayed in the bancjhal. Towards 
the 4^arture of a fhip, the neceflary axen» 
hogs, &c. are killed in this warehoufe. 

GuNGUNG is the Chinefe name of an inftrU' 
»ent which has the greatefl refemblance to a 
brafs bafon. In all bancjbah and fa&ories, a 
figoal on this inflrument is given every half 
hQur^ in ih^hso^ manner asi is dcme outboard 



byabdl. They givf we hmck at batf qlq 
h^m p^ft t|wdvc, two jtt onp o'clock, aod fo 
on tiil four o*ck)ek, wlieQ they giv^ eight 
thumps, to iigmfy that eight half hours are 
pad ; at im\{ aa kcm after fo^r, <hey begiii 
again in the fame manner ; fo that at four^ 
^ight, and twelve o'clock, eight thumps arc 
always given on this inftrumentt 

The Chinefi drqm on this ipftru* 
tatxA at tbeit feftivals, and fet iire to 
litde fcofus of- gHt paper, and throw tbfem 
into the fea, as a part of their morning 
and evening amufement on fuch occafions. 
On board the Alps is a quarter*mafter, or ca^ 
det, who ft^ds near the <:ompaf€, and cries 
out, wheu the half-hour glafs is run down, to 
him who is near the belj, how many pulls h^ . 
muft give. 

The Damjh IJiand (which b^ars diat name 
becaufe that nation commonly bury their dea4 
in th^t place) is qppofite to the BancJhaL 

The French ifland is the next above the; 
Panijhi this is the bury ingr place of th&Eng^ 
UJby Swedei, French^ an^ Dutch. However, 
in bc^b iiiUinds tber« iire iik^wife im^t Chimfi 

. gravcsif 
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graves. There are every where gardens, pro- 
ducing fuch fruits as in our country would be 
cultivated in hot-houfes as rarities. But high 
places are never cultivated, becaufe the fun 
entirely burns up whatfoevcr grows upon 
them. 



The 2^th of Anguft. 

It began to rain, and rained for four days 
together. In the morning we fainted, and the 
Danijb ihip returned the falute» 

TiiE Eajl India company had recommended 
it to us, that nothing Ihould be taken from 
hence to Sweden by the crew, except a few 
pounds of fugar, tea, and fome gallons of 
arrack, as provifions for the voyage. This 
order I read the next day after the thankfgiv- 
ing for our happy arrival ; and it was after- 
wards twice repeated before our departure. 

Cyprinus Cantonenfis was thought to be the

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ftick^: tbe coyer, or roof, is made of -Stfiw*^ 
fticks, arched over in the ftape of a grater; 
aad may be raifed or lowered at pteafcire : the 
fides are made of boards, mth Iktle holes, 
with fhmters iiiftead of windows : the boards 
are fattened on both fides to pofts, which hare 
notches like ftfeps on the infides, that the roof 
may be let down, and reft on them : on both 
end% of the deck are commonly two little 
doors, at leaft there is one at the hindmoft 
end. A fine white fmooth carpet fpread up 
as far as the boards makes the floor, which in 
the middle confifts of loofe boards; but this 
carpet is only made ufe of to fleep on. As 
thefe boats greatly differ from ours in ihape, 
they are likewife rowed in a different manner : 
for two rowers, pofting.themfelves at the back 
end of the fampanc, work it forwards very 
readily, by the motion of two oars j and can 
almoft turn the veffel juft as they pleafe.: the 
oars, which are covered with a little hollow 
quadrangular iron, are laid on iron fwivels, 
which are fattened In the fides of the fampane: 
at the iron the oars are pieced, which makes 
them look a little bent : in common, a rower 
fits before with a fliort oar; but this he is 
forced to lay afide when he comes near the 
city, on account of the great throng of fam- 
'5 panes; 
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panes; and this inconvenience has confirme4^ 
the Unnefe m their old way ti rowing. In^ 
ftead of pitch, they make ufe oi a cement like 
our putty, which we call Cbinam, hut the 
Chinefe call it Kiang. Some authoh fay that 
this cement is made of lime and a rezin exfud- 
ing from the tree Tong Tea, and, Bdmboi 
ockam* 

The fampane in which I Went this tiifle hadj 
befides a couple 6f chairs, the following furni* 
ture : two oblong tables, or boards, on which 
fome Chinefe charafters were drawn ; a Ian* 
thorn for the night time; and a pot to boil 
rice in. 

They have alfo a little cover for their houf* 
hold god, decorated with gilt paper and othcif 
ornaments : before him flood ^ pot, filled with 
afhes, into which the tapers were put before 
the idoL The candles were nothing elfe than 
Bamboo chips, to the upper end of whicli 
f^w-dufl of fandal-wood was ftugk on With gunl« 
Thefe tapers are every where lighted before 
the idols in the pagodas, and before th6 
doors in the (Ireets ; and, in fo large a city, oc* 
cafion a fmoke very pernicious to the eyes« 
Befpre this idol flood fome Samfo^ or Chinefe 

braodyj 
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t>rahdy^ water, &C. We ought to try>whe- 
thct the Chinefe would not like to ufe junipers- 
wood, itiftead of (andal<-wood ; which latter 
comes from Suratte\ and has almofl the^ fame 
fmeit with juniper* 

FisHERMENs fampafies are the leaft of all, 
narrow like fome . of our fifliing boats^ and 
have a very little deck, of ftraw or bamboo 1 
or are even without that ^poor convenience. 
Bad as thefe boats are, yet parents and their 
naked children are feen to get their livelihood 
in them both fummer and winter, by fifhing, 
and by picking up what has been thrown over* 
board by others. For this purpofe they tic 
feveral hooks to a cord, and throw them out 
\x^ diffarent places, almQfl: in the fame nianner 
as fifliermen in our country lay their eel hobks* ' 
They have better or worfe fortune as it hap- 
pens* There is liothing fo filthy but what 
thefe people will ufe as food: and the hogs 
which die and are thrown over-board, and, by 
beginning to putrify, float in a few days, are 
often the occafion of fuch quarrels as end in 
battles. The reafon why the Europeans fink 
the hogs which die on . board their fkips isi 
that the inhabitants of this place may not feed 
upon them; for it is faid that the Chinefe,

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yMsm they go on^board znf iyps^ Will giffe- 
pcppcr to the hogs, which they think is poifon 
to them, that they may get them again if they 
Ibcftid die. It is certaia that nnmbefsof hogs' 
die in the poffeffion of the Eurofeansy X9M&' 
they (lay in Chma^ 

Du€K famfanes arc boats in which they 
feed four or fiye hundred dncks. They have 
on both fides a bridge which may be let down. 
In the day time the ducks feed in the river, 
upon herbs and fifli ; at night their mafter calls 
them into his boat ; they immediately obey 
him, and cpme on-board as foon as he lets 
down^his bridge* 

Samfa^es of burden are the largeft boais» 
by means of which all porcelain, filk, and 
other commodities, are conveyed from Canton 
to the Emropean ftwps, Bnt I do not mean that 
thefe boasts ferve for the above mentioned pur* 
pofe only; for they aftrc ufed befides ashonfes 
for whole femilies; which are bom, marry, 
and die in them. They commonly have, be- 
fides hogs, fome chicken j and dogs f^ and fome 
flower pots, containing Guinea pepper, or

In thefe veffels thete 
is a continual noife, becaufe the perfon in c<Mn* 
mand does not infift on filcnce ; they are paint- 
ed either black or white, and have always an 
eye painted on each fide. Their corapafs is 
divided into 24 points. The timber of which 
thefe fliips arc built, is called Saaamock: the 
anchors . are made of hard wood, which is 
called Tat'ftew^ or Tie-mou] but they are com- 
monly plated with iron at the extremities, and 
are more handy than our anchors of iron, and 
of more fervice to little veifek. ^ ^

The rice fields, which aire green on l)oth fides 
of the river, as far as your eye can reach, the 
fine woods, which confifl: of many forts of 
trees, the hills, and the vallies, make the view 
l)eautiful, particularly on the left fide ; but the 
wet condition of the rice fields, and a miflruft 
of the inhabitants^ did not allow me to examine 
things more nearly. 

There are three cuftom houfcs, where all 
thofe who go in the Cbinefe boats between the 
town and the fliips are forced to flay. Our 
people generally call them Tlapp^lbufes^ 

These Ttapp-Kmfes are built in part on a 
hard ftony ground, and partly over the river> 
fupportcd by pofts. They have a bridge fo 
contrived, that the boats may come to them at 
all times, as well during the ebb as the flood. 
And, that no one may plead ignorance, they 
pafte their regulations on the walls; and 
befides that, clofe to the houfe, ilands \ fla^ 
;narked with large Cbinefe charaftcrj. The

These towers ferve as orasmeEits to the 
cities^ and^ as the Chinefi affirm^ as a sneafore 
to the roads: but the inhabifams <Jontr^di£k 
what fome hiftories have advanced, that thefc 
towers are ofed m times of war, as watch, 
towers: on the different ftories of thcfe towers 
grew trees and plants, but I could not deter- 
mine their kinds, being at too great a difta»^e; . 
fomewhat further on, I faw the mouth of ano* 
tber river, through which die larger Chimfe 
boats pafs» There was a Pagada^ with fcv«^ 
boufes. On the ftiore grew in feveral plaoes, 
Saccbarum fJuviatUe and Cyperus odoratus. 

The Chlnefe here catch fi(h, by putting up 
mats along the fhore. While the tide is in^ 
which hinder the fry from returning wth the 
cbb« As fb(m as the water was fallen, many 
peo|Je were fecn wading up to the knees m 
tbc blue clayey ground mixed with fand, after 
fbe Kttk fry, which jumped about in the mud 
like lizards ; but when they faw no meani^ of 
^?ing dbcmfelves, they crept a foot deep Into

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the oozy ground^ not without the knowledge of 
the Chine/cy who took care to obfcrve them, 
'and pull^ them out with' their hands ; thefe fifli, 
fryed in oil, are the principal food of the poor,

I. Fay-ye, or (Gobius peiitnirojiris Linn.) 
The mernbrana branchiqftega has four very fmall

; puddle are few, in the lower jaw they fill up 
fhe whple margin; the lips are Ihort^ and do 
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not cover the teeth :• I have not difcovered that 
they have any noftrik; tht eyes zrc devaied, 
very prominent, oblong, and ftand near one 
another on the head ; the fufilla is blue ; the 
irides of a golden colour ; the back grey, with 
ted and blue dirty fpots ; the belly whitifli ; 
the whole body oblong, as loqg as a man's hand, 
^nd as ic were comprelTed. 

2. 'TaU'TiMO (Gobncs niger Linn.) The 
membrana broTuJbiq/lega has. four rays ; the firft 
darfaljin is almoft quadrangular in the middle

'delay, though it may arife from accidentai 
caufes, is often by defign, left feveral fhipa

t Ths above-mentioned houfes are but rR%. 
ftories high, but very long ; and one end of 
them flretches towards the river, and the other 
to ihe faftory^ftrcet : Xomfe are built of un- 
bamt bricks, others of bricks aad wood kid

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tfo&^ays ; but the partitions and upper floorsj 
0CC. arc fometimcs entirely of wood : therefore 
tbey arc fo poorly provided againfl: fire^ thaif 
on the fevcmh of December 1743, ^^ ^^^^ ^ 
four hours, iriore than 150 houfes were re* 
duced to afccs : the fire, for want of proper 
reguladon, would have fpread farther, if it 
had not been for Commodore Anfvn and 
his men: the iohabitantsi who believe an 
inevitable deftiny, were merely fpeftators, 
not attempting to extinguifli it. The faftories 
look like two houfes built parallel and near to 
each other, between which there is a court- 
yard ; the floor of the lower (lory is covered, 
like the court yard, with fquare or rather 
oblong (tones ; in thefe ftones are here and 
there little holes, through which the water 
may run into the river j the flair-cafes arc 
either of ftone or wood 5 the rooms are high, 
and the. roofs are Hoping and covered with 
tiles, like thofe in Spain. 

Windows are made in the roofs, but they 
are fquare, and lefs than thofe in the walls : 
there are no ceilings up Hairs below the roof : 
a room has feldom windows on more than one 
£de; thefe are long, and narrow, with wooden 
bows, and. have fquare panes of mother of

The garden encroaches no fardier 
on the court yard than the. pro]e^<»i of the 
building. From the exceiUve heats^ the doors 
are moftly kept open ; but a mnking curtain 
is commonly hung up before themj with three 
pieces of wood plated with brafs ; one of which 
is at the top, one in the middle^ and one at 
the bottom. 

OvK hangings confifted of white Cbine/<f.

The company finds itk every room a table, 
chairs, and a bed, with curtains of gauze, or 
blue nanking^^xiS. 

Yqv are obliged to draw your curtains quite 
ciofe, to keep out Mufquitoes, a fpecies of gnats, 
which is very troubleibme at night; and whofo 
fting is fometimes the caufe of incurable com- 
plaints* 

Hence the influence of different, climates 
appears: for in our country the bite of a flea,, 
and the (ting of a gnat, are feckoned equal i. 
hot i( itf quite otherwife in Cbina, though 
^^C gpatt are the iame with ours. 

Ih eackroom is likewife a lamp, fafteqed t^ 
i\t xoai }Sj a long rope. The Ciim/e 9b the

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ffm& in their, hotife% though they have botb 
white wax candles and others^ which they call 
lafp'tioeL Thefe latter looked as if they were 
made of tallow ; but, as I fappofe, were made 
of the fruit of the tallow-tree. The out- 
ward layer of thefe candles, yrhicb is red and 
fti^ is called Nan-cy in the Chinefe language. 

Some kept, on the outfide before the win* 
dows, in a glafs bowl, gold and filver filhes, 
called Kamni-ko by the Chinefe. 

Their colours Ihift like thofe of the fiticft 
birds. For their food, a fpecies of plants was 
put into the water, the leaves of 'which refera- 
ble Ceratophyllum demerfum & Pijliajiraiiotes^ 
which is here called Siu-yan-gai. 

Otheks had, beffdes thefe fiflies^ fevcral 
little trees in flower-pots, before the windows, 
inch as are likewife cultivated in their nurfe- 
ries and gardens ; videlicet y a fort of low fwcet 
orange trees,- wfth a fmall fruit which is called 
Gatt here ; moreover the Lemt-yes tree, which 
bears little round four lemons called ^- 
mang in China, and which are ufed inftead of 
tamarinds, or common lemons, in punch, and

Bodi pool' 
people and thofe of the higheft rank make ufe 
of it. According to their opinion, it is an ex- 
Qcllent remedy for a confuinption, and oihef 
difeafes, if ^hey boil half an ounce in their ' 
tea ar foup, every momingt. In 1709 the 
Emperor gave orders to 10,000 Tartars to g<^ 
in quefl of thefe roots, and to bring as much 
as they could find ; of which every one wa» 
to give two pounds of the beft to the Emperorir 
i^ud to fell the reft for the fame weight of. fine 
&\Teu, fa this manner the Emperor got 2.0^000 
Kaiye^ or Chinefe pounds of Tan-Jam, in thlt 
n»iej[ear. 

i WAS greatly deCrous of gettiqg (bme 
Jyjoj^flGjdge of the Ckin^fe oflScinal herbs,, and 
tt)6 dHeafes againit which they are made uf< 
of^. On, this account I applied to thofe who 
ivere able to it^ru^l me iiv this brsinch o£ 
knowledge; and ofiexied modetate rewards: 
lilt k was abfolutely . impc^ible ; for &rft t 
ta»iA fc»jm no ideaof thdr ifi^irard di&afes^ 
M the people themfelves are not abte to gtvor 
a clear defcripiion of them> and die. mcxt, 
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batnes of -difcafes arc as incomprehenfible td 
ns, as ours to them. When they grow fickj 
they go into the ladies apartments, which no 
ftranger is alldw^d t6 tmet. Secondly^ thgr 
officinal plants themfclves were unknown ; and 
that the more, as none of them are to be met 
with in the apothecaries fliops with the parts 
of fruftification : and I could not, even for 
money, get one to fhew me the place where 
they grew. It is probable they get them at a 
confiderable diftanCej fince, notwithftanding 
my walks about the town, I never found, a 
fingle one in the places I was allowed td 
go to, fuch as gardens, environs of villages/ 
WHs, ditches, and rice fields. Thirdly, As 
foon as a Chine/e obferves you jvant* to be ac- 
quainted with thefc particulars, he is either^ 
filent, or gives you a falfe account; as I have 
crften obferved from the different relations of 
frveral* perfons ; which at laft made me very 
loth to .make any more enquiries. I finally 
confidered, that the Chine/e officinal plants 
^Muld not thrive In our climate i that if toy 
were of ufe in feme diieafes^ we ft^d btf < 
forced to get them from Chinas atid fo increaltf-' 
the sevenues .of its inhabitams omieGefrarily^^ 
when we are already provided with a fufEcieoi^^ 
Qimriber of ouidicifieft We have many pbms ^ 
^Vi»4r. I* <^ in 
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m our country, which have not yet been tried 
inmedicine^ 

The goldfmhhs work pretty well, and com- 
xaonly cheaper than in our country ; but they 
do not thmk itinconfiftentwiththetr charafters 
to cheat. In filver fnuff-boxes, plates of lead 
. have been found ; not to mention other frauds^ 
Their touch-ftones nearly referable an egg in 
fliape, and were like our pebbles. SnuflF- boxes 
are made of feveral forts of ftones, connnonly 
called fluors, of mother of pearl, falfe agate 
from Stmatra, and of tortoife fhells ; fome- 
have Japan copper on the infide, in-laid with 
figures of filver. The Europeans get buttons, 
heads of canes, &€. made, in which manner 
part of the filver comes again to Europe after 
the Chinefe have wrought it. Gold h not fo 
much eftcemed as with us, and is not fo fine. 
Great quantities of gold are brought from 
China into France and other countries. 

The joiners here m^ke ufe of a lefe number 
of tools than ours do, but they are not • fo* 
fkiiful as onrs. For want of a bench, they fit 
dpwn on the ground, put the board againft the 
belly, and hold it only with the feet. Thieir 
hatchets, or tu-pao^ are fmall, and fomewhat 
. ' excavated 
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excavated on the inner fides, but like ouf 
hatchets on the outward fide, and in the reft 
of their fliape. They do not make ufe of 
hammers, but content themfelves with thefe 
' hatchets. Their pincers are not at all like ours, 
for they confift of an iron a foot long, fcaroc 
as thick as a finger, and an inch broad ; how* 
ever one end of it is fomewhat broader and 
thinner, in which are two or three holes ; on 
the other end it has a quadrangular foot, which 
is an inch fquare, and fharp on the comers j 
on it a loofe quadrangular ring is hung, juft 
fitting to the foot, fo that the extraftion of a 
nail is eafily efiefted. [See tab, xii. f. 3.] 
Their whet-ftones are of a fine fand-ftone, and 
were much admired by our carpenters* Their 
faws ar« like oursj but lefs; the whole frame 
is wooden. The handle of their piercers, and 
the piercers themfelves, are like thofe which wc 
employ to pierce iron, and other bard bodies* 
They work in many forts of wood, both hard 
and foft, which are no further known to us, 
than that the bureaux, draught, and chefs* 
boards, &c. which we bring to Europe^ are 
made of them. The black ebony, which is 
ghome^ is not plentiful here, - becaufe it is 
brought hither from other places ih the £^ 
Jndiesy particularly the French IJle of Maurice. 
<^2 Rose 
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• Rose wood is heavy, red, has a fine fmcll, 
^as black and light veins, and is- very dear. 
A certain fpecies of light-brown wood is much 
cfteemed here, and iht Europeans hzvechefl^ 
nfadeof it. All tea-boxes are made of a foft 
fort of wood, which cracks in the fire like 
firr ; and, as it is ufed to contain tea, the CAi- 
;i^ call it Tia-moci, or the Tea-tree. The 
light-brown wood, of which Europeans get 
chefts made for their cloaths, is fold pretty dear. 
I bought a cheft of five feet long, two feet 
broad, varniflied over, and plated with brafs, 
to lay my cloaths in, for ido dollars of copper. 
Chefs-boards of rofe-wood, inlaid with ivory 
and black ebony, were to be fold here. 

Shaupann is the Chinefe name of that fort 
of wood of which they make coffins, which 
are almoft every where of an equal breadth, 
and therefore are more like our bee-hives y 
than our coffins :* the fides and the lids of 
them are of planks of the thicknefs of fome 

y In Sweden^ ^nd in the northern countries, a bee*hive 
confifb of a piece of fir- wood of about hvt or fix feet length, 
excavated on one. fide like a canoe; and then a board is 
clapped before this long hollow, with a ixnall hole in it> lor 
the bees to go in and out.

inches: 
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inches: the bottom and the fides are likewife . 
of planks. On the ends, which ftand out a 
little, the boards are cut obliquely, and very 
fiiarp on the outward edge. The coffins are 
made fo clofe, that no fmell can come through* 

The Japanners have ready-made bureaux, 
tea-boards, boxes, &c. befides the work that . 
is befpoken. Thefe men, as well as thofe 
who work in mother of pearl, and the painters 
of porcelane, have little boys who are very 
diJigent and aftive. That kind of varniihed 
work which comes from Japan is reckoned the 
moft valuable. 

KiLONG, or the blackifli^brown thick var- 
niih, which is fprcad with a broad ftiflf brufli 
upon boxes, and other fuch like things, is 
very hurtful to the eyes. Duhalde fays, that 
this vamiih is made of rofin which exfudes out ; 
of trees growing in Setchuen and Kiangfi \ the 
deareft vamifh is faid. to come from the neigh- 
bourhood of Kantcbeou^ which is one of the 
mod fguthern cities of Kiang-Ji. The rofin is . 
gathered as foon a$ the trees are feyen years 
old. They gather . it in the fummer night$ ; 
and- to that purpofe they make incifions in the 
jrge, pf lyhich the loweft is feven laches from

thfi ground, and the reft at the diftahcc of 
feven inches from each other, along the whole 
ftem., Under the^ incifions they put oyftcr 
flb^llp, out of which they t^e the varni(h the 
next morning. See .0« HaldeU Defcript. p. 
303. Any thing covered with this varnilh 
mufl by all means be dried under cover, and 
not in the open air. 

The dyers make ufc of brazil or femambuca 
to dye purple, which is moft in fafliion here. 
Their other dying materials I never fawj 
though I have often been in their dying ma- 
nufaftories. I am of opinion that we can 
learn very little from the Chinefe dyers, fince 
there is fcarce any comparifon between the 
colours of their Huffs and thofc of ours.' 

Those people who work in mother l)f pearl, 
have a quantity of counters, boxes, tea-fpoons, 
&c. to fell. 

Here are barbers, in plenty. Their razors 
arc fmall, and fomewhat bent ; they are well 
fkilled in their work. The hair is preferved, 
iiad employed to manure the ground. 
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Rubbing is ufual am(^ the Chine/a^ to put 
die blood in motion, inftcad of bleeding. The 
people who do this bufinefs rub and beat the 
body all over with their clenched fifts, and 
work the arras and other limbs fo that their 
crackling may be heard at a coafiderable dif* 
tante. Some young fellows follow this trade ; 
they carry a chain with feveral inftruments on 
their flioulders 5 among thefe inftruments are 
tongs, with which they make a noife like that 
of a Jew's trumpet, and give notice of their 
being at hand. They cut the nails with an 
iron which has the look of a narrow plane ; 
as alfo the hair within the noftrils, and on the 
eye-brows, for fuch a trifle, that even the 
ioweft rank of people are enabled to make ufc 
of them. 

PoRCELLANE comcs hithcT from other places; 
fome is painted, and fome not. That which 
is painted here according to particular direc- 
tions, or with hames, or (Joats of arms, is v-erj? 
dear. The porcellane from Nanking is reckon- 
ed the bcft, next to thu {rom yapan : though 
a certain author fays, that the beft porcelane 
comes ^from the village of Sinktefimo. Sec 
If'JnibaJfadi des ?rov. unies, p. ii8.

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Jiofie porcellane is the heavicft, and its price the 
jgreateft. Duhald^ ftiys, thg^t this porcellane 
i^ only made in the province of Kiangjiy in the

league in length, and to contain a million of 
inhabitants, Porcellane is a compofition of 
twp kinds of clay, one gf which i§ called P^r 
iun-tfe^ and the pther Kaolii} ; the latter coOf

^ther. They havi; lately found out a fort of

TJi^BRELLOS are macjc in great quantities, 
pf blaek waxed paper and bamboo- wpod;^ an4 
|bld at twp dollars in copper apiece. 
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Books are only ftitchcd in white, and fomc- 
times in gold paper. The leaves are thin and 
always double: The fize is large oftavo. No 
books of any other language than the Chinefe 
are to be met with in the country : and in the 
fuburbs of Canton are fcarcely'any others than 
almanacks: the paper is made of the inner 
bark of bamboo tree. See Le Comte^s Defcript^ 
rf China, p. 186. May not the bark of the 
juniper flirub, and of other trees, be of the 
fame ufe ? The mirrOur-makers have ibme lit* 
tie pitiful looking-glaffes. I was told of a 
glafs-houfe in Canton, but never had an op- 
portunity of going to fee it. It is faid, the im- 
portation of glafs from Europe is forbidden* 
However, the Europeans often bring glafs with 
them, and get rofcs or other flowers painted 
on them, as the Chinefe are pretty fkilful that 
way^ 

The (hoe-makers have learned to make Eu' 
ropean Ihoes and flippers, and fell four pair for 
a piece of eight, or ten dollars in copper : but 
they are indeed not worth more;' for they are 
fewed with cotton thread, and therefore, as 
foon as they are ufed in the wet, the feams 
part, and the :^les and heels get loofe. They 

arc 
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are made of hogs leather, and often rough on 
both fides ; the hair is burnt off with a red- 
hot iron. 

Taylors offer their fervice as foon as any 
Europeans arrive, as almoft every one wants 
>yaiftcoats of fatin, paduafoy, or taffety ; for 
which the black colour is commonly, chofen, 
^11 Europeans go here, as well as aboard, only 
in their waiftcoats, with a white cotton cap, 
and a hat over it, carrying a ftick in their 
hands. Coats are only made ufe of when one 
European vilits aiibther. The taylors common- 
ly find the fluffs, and are paid for all together 
afterwards : a waiftcoat and a pair of breeches 
of (atin came to five tel, or fcventy dollars in 
copper* The Qhinefe taylors fciffars are fmall, 
but cxaftly like ours in every other refpeft. 
Their needles have round eyes, looof them 
coft a mes. Pins are not made here. Inftead 
of the fmoothing iron, they have a little pan, 
without feet of brafs or copper, into which they 
put fome burning charcoal, and rub the feams, 
or all that muft be fmoothed.with it. Their 
filk buttons and button-holes are ilroag and 
well made. Thefe taylors are often contented 
with worfe filver than the ^panijb. The etl 
whigh the taylors? »^ke ufe of ia fometimes 

longer, , 
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longer^ and t]bat ufed in (hops (hotter^ thaa 
it ought to be. 

The hatters twift all their hats, both for men 
and womcn^ of bamboo. The Chinefe never 
make ufe of other hats. They at. firft make 
their hats like a round mat, and beat them 
afterlvards to the right fize. Hats for womca 
are higher than mens hats. 

The diftillers oi famju^ or the people who 
make the Cbinefe brandy called famfuy live 
likewifc in the fuburbs. This drink fmells 
like the word fort of c(»ninon brandy, and 
dpes not tafte much better. It is made of 
rice, and is by no means, as^ fome imagine, the 
fame as airacky which the Chinefe and we buy 
of the Dutch \ becaufe the cocoa-nuts of 
which arrack i^ made do not gVow here, but 
only near the Line, in Jan^a and other places. 

The Chmfe make the famfu warm, and 
drink a tea-cup full at their meals. They do 
not \\ic^ ftrong liquors to excefs, unlefs fome of 
them leartt to drink from the Europeans. Dur- 
ing my ftay in China, I never faw a drunken 
Gi&m^ among fuch a number of people. The 
beath«Rs, who have no law naturally, do what 

the 
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the law requires; but the chriftians arc not 
afliamed to dilhonour Gad by fomc vice or ^ 
other amidft the heathens. - 

The houfes of the ftone-mafMis take up a. 
whole lane, and perhaps more. They hew 
tomb-ftoues and mill-ftones, the former of 
red and the latter of grey fand-ftone. The 
millers live in great numbers .in a feparate part, 
of the town, and make the rice-groats. They 
6:11 grind off the huiks by a wooden mill; 
they then ftamp the grains in a ftone mortar 
with a peftle, which is fattened with an iron 
pin to a wooden lever ; one arm of which is 
weighed down, and then the peftle by its own 
weight falls upon the rice in the ftone mortar : 
this motion is continued till the work is finifti- 
ed- 

Watch^majcers are very much wanted; 
here. The Chinefe buy large and little watches 
of the Englijb. In their fliops they have 
{ovommti Englijb watches -to fell, ^nd fome* 
times at moderate prices, but moftly of, the. 
worft kind, 

PerriwijGS, gloves, bread, and coffee, arc 
things which the Chinef? ^an dQ without ; and 

fw 
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for this reafon we find no places where they 
are madie. They do not cut their tobacco, 
but fmoak the leaves fuch as they naturally 
are. Taking fnuff and chewing of tobacco 
are not yet in fafhion among them. 

The filk manufaftures are as far oflF as the 
apartments of the ladies, whofe bufinefs it is 
to fpin and to weave. Their looms are level 
with the floor, and fo fituated that they may 
fit on them and put their feet into that part 
on which the loom ftands. I once came into 
fuch a place towards the ftreet, where a mat 
of bamboo was hung up inftead of a door. 
This occafioned an outcry from the perfon who 
flood at the door ; the dog received me as an 
enemy, and the female weavers left their work 
in a great hurry. The Europeans order their 
filks as foon as they arrive, and they get them 
ready a little before they fet off again. Old 
fluffs are feldom bought, becaufe they are 
good for nothing when they return fronrfuch 
a long fea voyage.: The filks are rolled or 
calendered between two fmooth ftones, whofe 
thicknefs is the breadth of the filks : the lower 
of thefe ftones is f aft in the floor, and is like 
the concave fide of half a cylinder ; the up- 
per one fits into the lower, in the form of a 

half- 
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half-moon* The ftufF is rolled upoQ a cylla'^ 
der of yellow brafs, and put between the two 
ftones; then a fellow gets upon the upper 
ilone, fo that he has one foot on each {ide ; and 
holding himfelf by a fixed piece of wood, 
thus with his treading he calenders better than 
four perfons in eur <?ouhtry are able to do it 
upon our inconvenient and dear wooden rolis» 
[Sec tab. xii. f. 4.3 

Cotton is plucked afunder and made clean 
\iriith an inftrument which would be worth 
procuring: *and though I ordered one, the 
Chinefe was not fo good as his word ; and the 
fame happened to me in many other things. 

In the markets, where the people every day 
run about like ants, they fell fruit, garden 
herbs, fifli, bacon, &c. 

A PAGODA, or idol-temple, is near one of 
thefe markets. In this they offer incenfe to 
their idols, which the Europeans call yosy from 
the Ft)rtuguefe dios, and which are reprefented 
by one or more gilt pifiures of feveral fizes, 
according as their faint looked when he was 
-alive. The honours they beftow upon him 
arc in confctjuence of his writings, or of 'any 
5 other

other fetvices be has done to the public. Thefe 
piftures, together with fprae foliage on the 
fides, are. in the place of an altar table. Both 
upon the altar, and upon particular tables, 
are flower-pots, incenfe, and all forts of meat 
and drink, fuch as fruit and the like ;* in piar" 
ticular large oranges », a fpecies of fruit like 
fweet oranges, but much larger, and having 
a fpungy peel of the thicknefs of one's finger. 
This fruit has an agreeable tafte, is foraewhat 
Tourer than a fweet orange, and fweeter than 
lemons. They.oiFer the fame facrifices iiy pri- 
vate hdufes ; for every body has his own idol^ 
A "bell without a clapper hangs on one fide, 
and a drum on the other fide, before the altar. 
In other places at the entrance there are many 
areas and terrafies, but on both fides ftand very 
tall figures of men. The pagodas have never 
any fteeple. The roofs are ornamented with 
large dragons, lying length-ways along the 
walls. Rich people build pagodas fometimes, 
that their relations may be every day employ- 
ed in burning incenfe, facrificing, and other 
cerem'oni^, in commemoration of their faint# 
The priefts are called Vau-fimg by the Chimfe^

'and 
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and Bonzes by the Europeans •. They go with 
their heads bare^ind fliaved, drefs in fteel-co- 
loured fiik^ coats with wide fleeves, which look 
like furplices, and wear rofaries about their 
necks. When they officiated on the feftiral 
of the lanthorns, they had red coats and high 
caps. , Perhaps this was an order different from 
the former. Hundreds of bonzes fometiiries 
perform their funflions in one temple. The 
houfes of thefe priefts furround the pagodas, 
inftead of a church-yard wall. They live 
upon the revenues from the legacies of their 
patrons, which afford likewife fubfiftance to 
the fteward. Rice, which is their principal 
food, is boiled in a pot, which is fixed near 
the pagoda. They eat all together in a halK 

Trade Is carried on here by the inhabitants 
and by the Armenians, and other Jfiatic na- 
tions, beiides the Europeans^ 

A QUANTITY of foreign commodities, and 
of their own country, is annually exported 
from Canton, efpecially porcellane, commonly 
called China ware, which is ufed many ways- 
They bring it hither from the inner parts of

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tki country, fome painted, and fome not. 
The painted china from Nanking is much 
cftcemcd. The Japan china is reckoned beft. 
The Jfane porceUane is heitier, harder, and 
dearer' than the cotemon china.

Kin-te-ching. 

'KAwfik; fucbas is dean and dry, does not 
rub off its colour ; if well packed up in chefts, 
is the beft. .

But iince fome fort of brown tea 
likewife confifts of tender young leaves, the 
afore-mentioned reafon is hot probable. I 
imagine the difference arifes from the plates on 
which (according to their own accounts), die 
tea is dried. It is not unlikely that green, tea 
is dried on copper plates, and the brown on 
iron plates : which is the more likely, iince 
green tea occafions purging, which feems to be 
the effed of verdigreafe: but brown tea hath 
the contrary etfeft. At lafl: when the m,erchant 
has got the bafkecs of tea^ at a low rate, from 
the country people, l^e muft often take care of 
it for years together ; and is always uncertain 
when or at what price he ihall fell it. When 
the Europeans have fixed upon a place where 
;hey ^11 mak^ tbeif bai^ins^ they empcy the

The inhabitants of this country,' whom we 
call Chinefe, are quite white, excepting .ihofe 
who are tanned by the fun. Moft of them 
look alike ; they have fliort nofes,. fmall eyes, 
lhor,t black eye-brows, a brosid .face,, great 
ears, and black hair, which the men always 
fliave off, having a tuft at the. top of the 
head, which grows as long as it will, and is 
made tfp into a broad-ftiff plait.- Iq'this man- 
ner the Chinefe have worn their hair ever fince 
the Tartars began to reign over them. They 
formerly let the hair grow on the whole head, 
which we fee the Chinefe in Batavifi do flill. 
Old men, who have few hairs, make their 
plait more, confpicuous with ribbands, left at- 
firft fight they fliou'd be looked ppon as criml- 
jiajs^ whofe hair is cut pff, if w? m^y believe 
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their own accounts. The men let their beards 
grow, and divide them into feveral locks. The 
Chinefe are fome of them greater and others 
fmaller in fize than we are. In converfation 
they are civil : in their demeanor gentle ; in 
fecial life diligent, having genius for trade in 
particular : but they are likewife talkative, in- 
quifitive, loving to take prefents ; are obfti- 
nate, proud, and fufpicious. They fit upon 
their feeft, for want of chairs. When they 
meet one another, they lift up their hands ; 
but touch neither hat nor cap, and do not 
move their feet, but bow a little, faying, 
Hoawy HoaWj^ which is a friendly falute, with 
which they wifh all manner of good to' each 
other. The lower fort of people kneel down 
before men of high rank, and ftiew them their 
fubmiffion both by words and gefture, 

'The drefs of the men generally is as follows: 
They wear 'two wide coats of filk or cotton, 
the lower of which is white, but the uppet 
purple or bl^ck ; they are like oiir long night- 
gowns, and have no lining, ftiffening,' button- 
holes, fqlds,^ an4 facings } they are buttoned

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before with little rouqd gilt buttons, which 
are at a diftance from each other, and catch 
into little' firings, faftened a little inward, and 
this makes the coats to be doubfe lipon their 
breafts.

The flee ves are fo wide and of fuclf'ajfength 
as to be fofficient to cover the handsi^ Their 
brecchcg are Wide aild white, and ^^e^faced 
a^bout the body, and about the kne^'; The 
dockings are thick^ embroidered, and &ade 
lijce boots, of a dark-coloured filk-ftuflf; ptth 
pie of quality have the edges and clockl ^ 
thp (lockings embroidered with goI4 or ^ef ; 
fomctimes tbey are faftened to the ihoes, ifoflfe- 
macs not ; their Ihoes are like flippers without 
heeU, but wjthput quarters, and a white' fcit 
a$ thick as one# finger; they ar^* as it; Were 
chopped oflT before,: the upper leather Is ehw 
l^roidercd ;, every thing! belonging to. thjcili is 
of h^gV leather, and fewed with cotton ya^. 
'!(he workmen wlio are frequently expoH^'td 
the fuq^ particularly peafants and fia\emw, 
covet, thdr heads with hats of bambob,^^whofe 
brims jiire of different colours. *Thej ule taps j

Almanacks, or Tim^jioe of the Chinefe^^ 
•were fold In thofe ftreets'whcre frtiits^vrte ex- 
pofed to fale. The derivation of the .^rd 
feems to denote, that they formerly inay have 
carved their chronologies in wood, as we oii 
our Runic flicks ; for wood in the Chine/e Ian* 
guage is called Sioe, or Si-e. Three thoufend 
almanacks at-c annually printed for* each prd- 
vince. They are either ftoaller ones*, or grat- 
er hiftorical ones. I bought one of the Mtct 
fort for eight kaiidarin, about 1 2 ftiti It was 
for the year 1752, or the 17th yeari which 
they call Daatjing kan long fiapp fat nAan^y ot 
the great emprror Kang4ong^s i7tliyear^ count- 
ing from theacceffion of the prefent emperor 
to the throne ; for the Chinefe begin a neW 
period at the beginning of every emperor's 
reign • This year was to begin with them the 
fourth day of February. The 1 2 months are 
marked ^^rith large letters at the top of evfery 
page in the almanack $ each day takes up a 
line, and in this is marked every thing which 
may be fuccefsfuUy undertaken 6n that' day ^

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Jiowever, he e3f;cjifcd himfelf with his4inexper 
ricncc in thofc matters. Bm Ferdinand fer? 
pie/i, a French jefiiit, and prefident of the 
jnSithematicll tribunal; very fuccefsfnHy fired 
J30 cannon fhot, for which the emperor Jd?- 
Jowed the free exercife of his religion. 

HysBANDny, Specially 'agriciiltxire and 
gardening, are in a moft flourifliing ftate ; but 
as the Chinefe fow and plant fuch herbs* and 
trees as we can fcarcely maintain in our hot- 
ioufes, our obferratiohs jnuft bjc lefs advan- 
tageous than if they made -ufe of the fame 
plants f6r their food as we do. Their ent 
perojrs have always Ihewn great regard for agri- 
culture and planting, and even put their owd 
hands to- work. -jDe^ Halde relates that the 
emperor Tao (who, according to the account? 
pf the Chinefe, lived about 4000 years ago) 
once a/ked his courtiers whom ife fliould ap- 
point his fucceflbr? upon which they pro?- 
pofed his eldeft fpn : but the empero'r knoWr 
ing that hfe fon*s difpofitjon' would 'prevent Kim 
from being a good prince^ offered *this dignity 
to one -of his moft faithful miniftei-s, who ex- 
trufed hmirelf, and pl*bpofed' a y.oung country 
fellow, who in his 'opin?oh was moft able, on 
apccunt of bis fidelity ^ ah d' prudfence*; for' as 
■ ' he 
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}xc was able to cominand his pailions under a 
bad father, unnatural mother, and quarrel-, 
ibine bf other> fo he woul.d likewife have fuffi- 
cient ftrength of mind to direft the helm, of 
an empire,. They fay that he really afcended 
the throne, and that during his reign he took 
great care of hasbandry, made feveral ca- 
nals for the conveuiencc of the country, and 
wrote feveral books an agriculture. His fuc- 
ceffors have always contributed more and 
more towards thp improvement of the coun- 
try : in p^ticular the emperor Ven-fi, who 
lived 179 years before the birth of CMji^ 
He affwnbled his council, and confulted with 
its members how his fubjefts, after de- 
ftrudive wars, might be mod ftrongly induced 
10 pra£tifce agriculture. Their refolution was^- 
that he himfelf Ihould give them a good e:^-" 
aniple. Accordingly he himfelf began plough*- 
ii^, afid the queen planted mulberry trees; 
This is looked upon as the foundation of 3 
great fcftival which is held every year iii 
China. The emperor goes into the fields it% 
fpring, and ploughs fome acres to encourage 
die count|:ymen ; the nobles who accompi^ny 
jbim have each their bufinefs ; one prepares the 
facrifice, another makes the fpeech which the

Tb-DAY, being the fifteenth Sunday aftei: 
Trinity, I preached in the faftory in the 
itiburbs of Canton^ and fome Chirfefe c^me to 
heat me. In the afternoon I paffcd the riyer 
lit a boat, and landed at the liide ,to,wa of 
J^olam^ or Bondm. Here was a Urge pagoda. 
Of Chinefe place of worfhip (if tj^iere ace ,not 
feveral one above ' another) ; round abom it 
were 1)uilt houfes for the priefts and their 
ftewards. Between the fliore and theft houfes 
is a broad way, or great fpace, furrounded 
with large high trees, vsrhich were . called 
LeeAn'fe€. At the entrance flood ,tTO gilt 
inia^^, fomewhat bigger than life. On the 
fidife^ lay large blocks of wood^ which were 
intefided for the imperial palace at Peking. 

MYdimpanyfat do*n at th^ uppermoft 
P-^(>^4and eat' Ibme water-melons, but I had 
a gi^crnndination towards the plants that 
grew .'hereabouts ; for which reafon I went 
to tjic ptber fide of the houfe.

The Ghinefe cover their boats with it, and 
build their warehoufes, called i5tf;f<y^/f, near 
JFfla^/^,^ for tne European Chips, ^ that fart 
of wood ; and their own honfes are partly of 
. the fame. It fupplies them with fticks to parry 
any thing upon, for chairs, beds, tables, rails, 
'^^is, angling-rods, hats, cafes for guns, fans, 
weavers combe, painting-bruflbes, bowers, 
fpouts,. and troughs for catde ; in which latter 
cafci the Wood^ is ^lit aftinder. Thefe tteed- 
trees are of all fizes, from the bignefe of a 
qrnll, to that of a yard routkl, and rxm^ i and 
inany yards long. The tree flowers, as 'the 
€hinefi idij, every fixtieth year only*. It

We wcjit through die little 
Wood of Bamboo trees, and came to a high 
even fpot, where the Chinefe buried their 
dead. 

Some coffins flood above the ground, and 
were put clofe to the trees like bee-hives. 
They occafioned a flench, which made me keep 
off. In this manner they bury thofe whofc " 
kindred is eithej: unknown, or who come from 
very diflant parts.

However I got fome afterwarckm a 
little box of infefts, which*^the Chinefi brhig 
to fell. Thefe boxes were made of Tya^m^ky 
and other coarfe wood, without courering, and 
lined with paper. Such a bqx full of butter- 
flies, thfe Chinefe fold at half a praffre'. In 
the box w^re about ten or twelve forts, but 
many of each fort. In theii fiiops ai»* no 
HeMiptera except Cicada dd^^pf/rs^xiaL ^t^y 
ikieoptera except BupreJHs maxima^ Perhaps 
it h the opinion of the Chinefe^ that other in- 
fefts do not ftrike the eye fo much as butter- 
flies. I feldom found any but tottc rfl ie^ iat he

ToUENiA AJiatica:. the calyx is pentagonal, 
crefted ; its fire fegments are lanceolated; nar- * 
row, and fliorter than the tube of the flower: 
Ac corolla is lanceolated : the upper lip is al- 
moft entire, and refiefted : the lower* lip^has 
three lactnia, and is bent downwards. The 
Jilamentt are four, .fliorter than the corolla^ 
two of them are even fliorter than the tube of 
the corolla, they are faftened in pairs in the 
lower lip, the two upper ones hare a fterile 
excrefcence by their fide: i\\tjlylus is filiform : 
the Jligma is bifid : the capfula is long, and 
feems to be unilocular : the feeds are nume- 
rous: the flowers are axillar: the leaves are 
oval,- emarginated, oppofite, and have very 
ihort ftalks.

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This plant Hkewife grows in the rice fields, 
in the Danijh ifland. It may ferve now as a 
monument of the difcoverer Mr. Toreen, and 
remind his friends of their Iqfs. 

We met a Chinefe burial.. We were theu 
fufficiendy protefted. There were woodez^i 
idols in the proceffion. Firft and foremoft 
went two Chinefey with little banners; next 
were the pipers and other muficians, who 
fometimes founded their inftruments. Behind 
thefe, the idol, a gilt human figure^ was car- 
ried in a palankin ; it was followed by the 
co$n, which was carried on a pole of bam|- 
boo. The mourners h^d white handkerchiefs 
about their heads. When they have let the 
coffin down into the grave, they lay a jcouple 
of ftones upon it, and befides that, for the 
fubfiftence of the dead, and for the reconcilia- 
tion ^ of the idol, they put rice, ' fruit, tea. 
money, &c. by him. At night they likewife 
perform all forts of mufick in the boats^ 
and row up and down the river in them. 

Wives and husbands only mourn 49 days, 
or feveu/ weeks, for each other. No Chincfcy 
and much lefs a foreigner, can be buriejl ia

fhf tiftWn. I once a&cd a Chinefs wketber, at 
leaft,. people of tUe higKcft rank were neyer 
buried in the town ? Is this, faid be, with a 
faeer, your cuftoiu ?. And I anfwerlng in the 
affijrnjatiYe, he proceeded to fay, What honour 
caixthis poffibly'be to the deceafed ? We bury 
Qiir dead in the free, bJooming fields, and 
ereft ai^one by the fide of their grates, on 
which all their remarkable aftions are inifcrib* 
ed, that every body may read them. If we 
Ihaijld: bury them in the houfes, they would 
be ][aoifome to their cbildren, and their merit 
Wouldj^ as it were, be buried with rhcm. 

TftvE Chinefs graves are made ^ on ; the fide 
of bilJb5» wd look like ice-cellars. They are. 
elevated; on both fides with ftones. Inftead of 
the door fltands a flone, on which the epitaph 
its l^ewn in large Chinefi charafters.

I HAi> a mind to have a nearer fight of the 
MoQriJhFagpdq (DelubriumMauritaKwn)^ which 
is at a gpojd, diftance from the European graves: 
for this reafon r left thje town by the fame. 
road we h^d taken the daj before, in com^

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pany with Mr. Braady whofc attention to all , 
that is curious is well ktiown, 2^nd two other 
gentlemen. On ihc road, zChinefe covered 
only with rags ran after us, and defired Kam^' 
fora^ or alms. We did not mind him,* but 
went on as faft as the great heat would allow ; 
but he came nearer, and pulled one of us by 
the coat, and would not leave his hold till he 
had money given him. We did riot know 
how to aft ; for though we could have made 
htm depart, we were afraid that by his cries 
he would bring hundreds of the Chinefey who 
were every where Working in the fields around 
us ; to whom we could not have proved our 
innocence, fin ice none of us underftood the 
language. When we were in doubt what wc 
(hould do> another Chinefe came and laflied 
our follower about the legs with a whip, 
which made him cry out exceedingly, and 
jump into the rice fields, where he was up to 
the knees in mud. This man called himfelf 
and his comrade officers of the government \ 
he afterwards accompanied us to the Pagoda^ 
which lay upon a high mountain, and its in- 
fide was fomewhat difF«^nt from that of the 
Chinefe temples. Having obferved all the 
trees that were planted hereabouts, we made 
hafte back. In the. hurry we found, no other 

than 
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than the trees which have already been men- 
tioned before, except the Plaint ain tree {Mufa - 
CJiffhrtiana), which was now fully in bloffom. 

QoiNG down the hill I obferved th^Te-fimm, 
or M^lajioma odaridra, on both fides of the 
road> This little plant is an ornament to the 
moft barren hills, by means of its red flowers, 
. which ft^nd open during night, at leafta long 
while after fuu-fet, while others are clofcd to 
efc^pe the nofturnal dews, which would injure , , 
the tender, parts of the flower. Its defcripdoii^ 
is as follows : 

The calyx is urceolated, or cylindrically ^ 
oval, covered with fl:iff, fliort briftles, and in- 
clude^ the germen ; its fegments are quinque- 
fid, equally brown, and downy, except the 
fivelefl^i^r ones in the incifions: t\i^ corolla h 
pentapetalous ; the petals are. obovated, and 
fattened to the inner margin of the calyx^ 
whofe fegments they furpafs in length: the 
eight Jilaments are fubulated, inflcfted, and 
faftcned to the calyx : four of the anthera 
iare equally broad and erefted ; the other four 
are fterile and hamofe, and longer than the 
jSlaments ; they are all inftefted when they are 
ijiot yet evolved : the ftjlillum is longer than

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the ftaminh : the germen is alHloft rdiind (^- 
rotundum) : the Jiylus is pointed 'SflaA hetft lit 
top: tht.Jiigma undivided: the Jied capfula 
is an almoft round urceolated berry, which is 
black without, but red wit'hih, and is fur- 
rounded by a fetiferous calyx. Thig feeds ztt 
numerous, very fraall, almoft in f orm oF rii^g^, 
and difperfed in the berry^ The flarn is 
buflby : the root is ramofe, creeping : the Jialk 
is round, and lies on the ground: the /^*u^i 
are oval, a little emarginatcd, trinerVotiSi op- 
pofire, and petiolated: ih't flowers are on the 
top of the branches. I found another piant 
here, the flowers of which, by a curfory 
view, was like ^he preceding; though it is 
quite different from all. the other genera : in 
the natural order it is like tl>e Lyflmachiaj an^ 
the Chincfe call it Komm-Heyong-Joaay or Fea^ 
iher of Goldr6fe^. Sir Charles a Linhe^ think- 
ing that my labours deferved ' fome • rferaem* 
brance, has thought fit to call this p^ant Of 
heckia Chinenfts [See Tab. ii, f. i, 2. 3.]. 
The, whole plant is fold in the apothecaries 
Ihops; they boil it together with old KuH- 
5nr^, and drink the decoftion in colics. In 
:fl:rains and fwellings it is ufed in the bath. 
The following are the chs^r^fteriRks of the 
plant.; 
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The root k woody, and fometimes confiftg 
of a little knob with branches, but fometimea 
it has no knob ; it is perennial, sgid fometimes 
Ihoots into a number of ftalks : the Jialk is 
quadrangular, of the thicknefs of a pack-thread, 
feldom exceeding half a yard in length, gene- 
rally ramofe, and fometimes like a little bufli^ 
The branches, which are quadrangular and 
fomewhat hairy, arc comtnonly oppofite, and 
iingle, or not divided. On the top are com- 
monly two flowers, furrounded with four 
leaves, two of which are Ihort, but longer 
than the flowers: the leaves are oppofite; each 
couple is about an inch or more from the other, 
and the nearer to the flower the further a'fun^ 
der. They are fomewhat obtufe in young 
plants, and about an inch long ; but in old 
ones they arc longer, and ' run fliarp : thofe 
which grow at the bottom of the branches - 
are frequently as long again as the others: 
They have moft of them no petiolus or ftalk, 
and are lanceolated fometimes, yet n?irrower; 
almofl: every where of equal breadth; have 
entire margins, are covered on the upper fide 
With ftifF hairs, which lie down, and have 
fome thin down on the under fide only, on 
the margin^ and upon the three veins, which

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run almoft the whole length of the leaf, in a 
ftrait line. The calyx is monophyllous, cam- 
paniform, or bcll-fhaped, quadrifid, with four 
oblong, ftiarp fcgments, which are fomcwhat 
downy on the out fide ; in each inciiion is i 
fquamulay with hair on its margin. The coroU 
la confifts of four upright, oval, red petals : 
xh^Ji^mina are eight in number, narrow, in- 
flcfted, and, together with the petals, faftencd 
to the calyx : they are the fame length with 
the calyx^ and are accordingly ftiorter than the 
petals: the anihera .zx^ upftanding, oblong, 
and endjin a point which looks like the calyp- 
tra of a mofs. The pijiillum has an oval ger^ 
men, a narrow and htntjiylus^ and a {hort en- 
tire Jti%ma ; the capfula looks like a little pot, 
runs narrower towards the bottom ; is quadri- 
Ipculaf , and on the outfide covered with the 
tube of the calyx. The feeds arc numerous, 
fmalli and in a microfcope lopk like little 
Worms^ which lie in a circplar formt

^elds, we faw, in a field which was partly cq- 

wcrcd with water, Impatiens Chinenjisy whjch, 

^f taken particular c^r.e of^ might be ^^de to

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adorn our windows with its fine red flowers, 
in the fame manner as its relation the Bal/d* 
nunes. 

Towards the city we found a fpecies of 
fiuali buflies {Cryptanfhus Chinenfis ^,) of the 
fize of goofeberry bu(hes, which had white 
double flowers. The leaves are as large as 
thofe of the Ro/e-mallow, cordated, obtufe ; 
their margin is unequally ferratcd ; they arc 
fomewhat rough at the top, but fmooth below, 
and have at leafl eight pretty large veins* 
The flowers grow in bunches, at the top of 
the branches. 

Our companions, who joined us without 
being afked, called themfelves government 
oficers ; and having reminded us of their 
rewards, put their whips into their pock- 
ets. We defired them to accompany us as far 
33 the fa£lory, where we would pay xhem; 
but they refufed, and left us. ;

The 'Chtnefe needs not mate hay for his 
cattle, for they may run all the year in -the 
paftures. He does not want cows at home, 
for he can do without milk, buttet and checfe. 
He does not want horfes, for he either goes 
on foot, or is carried in a chair. Thus can a 
Xlhinefe employ all ^at time in agriculture, 

which 
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xfrhteh iA ourcountry is fpent m iftn5)r6viri^ the 
gW)*wA of ^rafs, aadin the hay harveft. But 
bfe is obliged to havfe cominually a perfon with 
his cattle. In order to prevent thdr dokig; 
rfny damage in the plantations; for, if they 
aYe ftirl'cyiinded' with a thin hedgd. It is too 
weak to -be capable of keeping off utfruVf 
oxen. All other fences are unufual in China^ 
though perhaps a little fpot within the hedge 
may be futrdimded with a wall of common 
pebbles. 

This day I retunied on board) to look after 
theficfc. 

The French JJland h aliifle in the river of 
Ganton, which is reckoned to be two Swedijb 
miles from that place. Thc'Chinefe name of 
t3ie ifland is faid to be Sdm-fo-ang. It has tht 
name of French IJland becaufe the French jhips 
have their bancjbal^ or wairdiouf^ on it. 
Near it is the place where the European lhip« 
ride at ^fticlror -; and when the failors have ^ 
mind to divert themfetves on holidays upon 
Chinefe grbund, thejr go hither, becaufe thej- 
^re, in fome meafure, fecure from the infulA 
oi the Chinefe. The love of plants likewife 
drew me thither, as toa nlacc where -for fom^ 
- * days 
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days I could not want new objeds. -I could 
here meet with nothing tliat d^copates our 
Swedijh foil. Trees, herbs, birds, in£^ 
cay the; earth itfelf, was a new fight in my 
eyes. On this ifland (for fo I call it, though 
1 have never been far enough, on the other 
fide of it to know whether it is one, or whe* 
ther it is joined to the continent) are two ftccp 
mountains toward the river, wUh.horizomal 
ftages, or,terrjaffes, like fteps, on their fides, 
on which indigo, cotton, and Chinefe potatoes, 
were planted. On the loweft terraffes, on 
the fide of the bancjhall^ are feveral graves »of 
our coumrymen, Danes, and Englijhmm, who 
(died here fome years ago, as the infcriptjons 
on the tomb-ftones Ihow, For each eorpfe. 
which is interred here, we pay one tel, four 
inefs, eight kanderin, to the Chinefe. Some» 
what higher is a Chinefe burying-place ; and 
at the. top grow fruit trees, fuch as. Lang-^ann^ 
&€• and the Chinefe Fine {Mies Cbinenfis)^ 

, Th^ foil on the hills confifts of a reddifli 
fandy earth, which by the great heat often, 
cakes, and forms a friable fand-ftone, except-* 
ing the furface, which is kept lopfe by dung 
and yegetable earth. In thefc hills are great 
iknd fojall quarry-ftonesii 'fome pf which arc 

like 
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like cryftals, but* opaque, and of the colour 
of coarfe writing paper. The higheft hills 
feldom produce any thing befides fome drf 
graffes and trees, and thefe but very fparing*- 
ly. This is the reafon why they are ufed 
for burying-places, or they let cattle graze 
upon them ; but, thefe excepted, it is xcvf 
difficult to find a place which is not ufed for 
gardens, plantations, or ploughed land. Cat- 
tle are kepj here, but in fmall numbers ; but 
what dung is loft by this means, is fupplied by 
another kind of manure before mentioned ; and 
befides that, by bones, aflies, hair, mcn'$ 
beards, and many other things, which w« 
make no ufc of. The Chinefe never fail care- 
fully to gather the bones (which are elfc 
thrown into the river) from the European 
ihips. I have been told, that they burn them^ 
and extraft a lye from the remainder, with 
which they walh their cotton ftuffs, which are 
always ^whiter in China than we can make 
them ; and for thi^ reafon we ought to try the 
experiment. 

• The Cotton plant {Gojfjptxm herbaceum) tea« 
now in bloflbm, and. had fruit. It is annually

TijB. Indigo, planf {Indigofera itn6torid)^ by ' 
the Chinefe called Xong-oini,, or Va^ is aanudUy 
fpwn in high places, and is in flower alippft 2t 
the f^Hie time with theCotton. 

Ama^anthus trijiisf or the In-foy of the 
Chinefe^ likewife grew here. I ha,ve been 
tolcj, that its leaves are ufed inftead of Calc 

SoLANUM diphytlum likewife, but very 
fparingly- 

; Su'^AR- cane {Saccharum officmarum)^ the 
Cbinefe name of which is Kee-a^ w^s plaiited . 
in rows between the hills. The plants were 
tied together, to prevent their bending to the 
ground. They were above a fathom long^ 
b»t I could neither at that time nor ^kfterwards 
difcover its flowers, China therefore i§ not 
the place whence it originally came froi% 
which muft be a far warmer climate* 

" Rice {Oryza Satha^) is by the Chinefe 
galled Wda while it is yet in the ground, but

rice groats before they arc boiled are c^ied 
Mab^e, and when they are boiled they go by 
die name of Fa»n. Rice h at &r(i fp^i^ni m 
4pril in high places ; when it is grown half ^ - 
yatd long, it is dug out of the ground, m^ 
tranfplanted in rows apon a deep day grouoii^ 
in fb low a fittiation, that it is always laid uoder 
water by the tide for fix hpurs tog^her, s^&4 
then is left dry for fix hours next fQllowitig, 
Accordingly rice requires a natural cbbfng mi 
flawing, and a warm climate.; If this wei^t 
iiot'thc cafe, it would bie worth while to planjt 
it on our fhores. The ground on which it 
grows is called paddy-ground by our people 
who go to the Eaft Indies^ and confifts for the 
greateft part of a blue clay, which look$ 
brown at top from the diflfereni: manures. The 
. Cbinefe make ufe of a kind of dung which wc 
rejeA, to manure their rice fijelds and other 
fields with, though not very plentifully : it 
occafions a great ftench upon the grounds in 
dry places ; but in the rice fields is fo temper* 
ed with, or walhed away by, water, that it ig 
but little regarded. The dung i& brought to 
the innermoft bays of the water, in order tha( 
when it runs into the land every part of the 
£eld may l^ave its ihare* Whfia the water

cannot overflow the field/ this inconveniende 
is remedied by water machines, but moftly by- 
two Ci&/«^ who ftand near the water, and 
water the ground with buckets. To each of 
the ears of the bucket they faften a ftring, 
and ftand oppofite tox)ne another, each twift- 
ing his cord together : they then fink the buck- 
et into the water, and when it is full each 
pulls at his ftring, by which means the bucket 
is both drawn out of the water and overturn- 
ed by the tope that was twifted together and 
untwifts'itfelf ; and by this means the water 
runs over the higher rice fields, which can- 
not be overflowed. Ditches are fcarce ob- 
fervable in the rice fields 5 but there are little 
canals, in order to enable them in harveft time 
to get between with their boats, and carry the 
rice from them to the high places, in order 
that it niay be dried, after that they have paid 
the tythe in the cuftom-houfe. This fpecies 
X)f corn bears very plentifully here, but cofts 
a deal of labour. The bread which is baked 
for the Europeans (a katty or pound of which 
at prefent was fold at four kanderin two kas) 
is not made of rice, but of wheat, which, to- 
gether with rye and barley, is faid to grow 
further up in the country. When the Cbine/e 
mix 4;ice flour with it (which they often do 

unleii 
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tinkfs you take great ^are) it renders the bread 
heavier and lefs palatable. .About the hills 
Ve met with feveral fcarce plants, and among 
thefe were :

Of Infefts I found: 

Cancer oryza, a fmall kind of rough crabs, 
•which crept afeout the rice fields. 

Solan uM Indicum grew by the graves. On 
this fpinofe plant I found a grub, which I kept 
and fed in my hut till, its third change, which 
was into -one of the lepidoptera kinds. The 
wondrous changes of thefe little creatures may 
infpire us wretched nien (who are juftly com-, 
pared to worms in Holy Scripture) with the 
fublimqft thoughts. The grub in its firft ftate 
was reduced to creep over iqp little world with 
jnft as much trouble as we creep on earth and 
feek our fubfiftence, frequently with the great- 
eft fatigue; how itiajiy needlefs journeys do 
we take, and to how many dangers aj:^ we ex- , 
pofed ! one worm docs not fpare the other on 
the road. And as the grub in its next change 
into air aurelia enters . intp a dark houfe, in 
which it lofes every, fenfation of former plea- 
lures ; thus we defcend into the obfcurc grave, 
where we reft tlie ^pp^inted fpace : but when 
A ^ 3 the 
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the grub has (laid its proper time in its narrow 
lodgings, without any nourifhment, it at laft 
appears, by its third change, in its true per* 
feftion and fplendor ; often enriched with the 
moft glorious colours. This gives an excellent 
hint, that the grave fhall npt for ever hold Qur 
bodies ; but that at laft, at the general refur- 
reftion on the lafl; day, we fhall be cloathed 
Vflih fplendour and glory. 

Lqrva Solani Indict. It is fmooth : together 
with the head and tail, it is of the* Icjogth of 
a fpan, and of the thicknefs of an eagle's 
quill. That articulation which contains the 
head has a great black line on the fides : the 
mouth is large : the antenna are thickeft at 
bottom, white, with blackifh-brown tops, and 
two black rings. The three pair of fore legs 
are black, have claws, are dotted with white, 
and are placed at the firft, fecond, and third 
^irticulation, beginning at the head. The five 
pair of hind feet arc faftened to the feventh, 
eighth, ninth, tenth, and tail articulation; they 
arc Ihorter, truncated, green, and have as it 
were ihort briftks at their extremities; the 
fourth, fifth, and fixth articulations have no 
feet. The bpdy is green below : the fides 
Ji^vc nine black fpots: the^ecjuilatcral triangles 
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(of which one furrounded the other), which 
ftand on each articulation between the fourth 
on the back and the tail, are Ihaded with green, 
yellow, and blue, (the loweft is yellow) and 
dotted with black. The tail is Iharpened ia 
form of a horn, and cpnfifts of many joints* 

The Croton febiferum was the food of an- 
other kind of larva or grubs {Larva fenef- 
trata?)\ which, the next night, changed into 
apirelias. The larva were green, with many 
rows of blue fpots. Of their change into 
moths you will have an account the 3d of Fe* 
bruaryntxt year. On the road I found, be- 
fides the Cajftda cinerea^ a Swedijh^ infeft, the 
Coctinella feptem-punSataj which feems to have 
been brought by chance from Europe as it were 
in exchange for the Blaita orientalise 



The 14th September. 

The hoppo, happa, orfirft infpeftor of the 
cuftoms, (fee p. 216.) whofe bufinc^ in particu- 
lar it is to meafurc the newly arrived European 
ihips, came to us to-day. He fent his own flairs, 
covered with red cloth, before him, by which 
he was to afccnd into the fhip 5 and afterwards 

A a 4 came 
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came in a great fampane painted with red, aCf 
companied by fome muficians, to entertain; him 
in his paffage. In his train were, befides his 
fervants, beadles and foldiers, who had each 
their badges; fome had feathdrs in their caps, 
others had fabres at their fides, one had a belt 
hanging from his Ihoulder, another held the 
umbrella over him while he got on-board. 
After he had feated himfelf, he ordered two 
of his attendants to meafure the length and 
breadth of our (hip with a rope : this admea- 
furement came very high in price to fis ; for 
|)y his own decifion our fliip was obliged to 
pay ^oo piaftres, or about 6000 dollars of 
copper, for duty. He, in return, prefented 
the fliip, as ufual, with two live oxen, eight 
bags of flour, eight pitchers of Chinefe wine^j 
&c. 

Both on his arrival and ^t his departure, 
1 6 canons were fired oflf. 



The 15 th of September . 

A Chi^e^e Jhining infed fat on the ceiling 
pf the great cabbin, and gave a coqfiderable 
Ij^ht in the 4ark, 
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It was the Cantharts .Chinenjts {Lam^yris 
Chin* Linn.) thorace & elytris tefiaceisy apice 
nigrss. The thorax and the wing-cafes arc 
highly marginatcd : the fcutcheon is black ; 
(he wings are black : the feet are blackifli : the 
laft ring of the abdomen, or belly, is of a 
browniftipyeUow ; but the laft but one is white 
below, and this is it which {bints like fire in 
jhe night time : the two rings next to this are 
blackilh ; the breafi is brownilh-yellow. 

September 17th. 

As I landed at the Bancfbal, T again faw 
the Gohitts peElinirofiris and niger, which I have 
already defcribed, page 200 and 201.

After I had preached and admmiftercd the 
facrament, \ was tempted by the fine weather 
to make a little excurfiop on the French IJland^ 
where I found the. following plants in flower : 

Barleria crtjlatay (^Tab. viii.] by the ChU 
' nefc called Ablieyfa^ is a flirub which exceeds 
three yards in height. The ftem is fo Weak, 
that it cannot (land upright without a fupport. 
Its flowers are blue^ and fall oflF caCly^ the 
tube of x\\c corolla IS bent: xht Jilaments are 
fattened to its lower part ; two of them are 
Tery Ihort, and two almoft as long as ttfe //- 
Jiillay befides a barren one: the upper lip of 
the corolla is broad and oval, the lower is quad- 
rifid, with long fliarp points. 

Chinefe Gourds (Cucurbita Chtnetjfis) grew 
here and there fpontaneoufly ; and in other 
places they Were fupported near thfe houfesby 
Jittle flicks, or flirubs. 

ConvoU 
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Convolvulus Fes caprcZy a plant with thick 
leaves, whofe ftalks lie on the fea-lhore, which 
\& ornalnented with its red flowers. 

TJrena CbHinfts^ caule ereBo^ florihus majuf* 
• cuUsy grew at the foot of the hijls. 

Verbena nodijlora, with its flowers, hung 
from a wall not far off the fliore. I found it 
no where elfe. It is one of thofe plants which

Mujfanda frondofa^ is a fhrub which the 
Chinefe call Kaulimang. It grew fome yards 
high, and, on account of the weaknefs of its 
flem, it likes to lean on other trees. It fpreadi 
its boughs over the European graves. The 
following i& its fliape : the calyx is monopeta- 
lous, divided into fix parts^ and briftly : its la^ 
c\ni^ are long, narrow, and pointed: the 
mouth {faux) of the corolla is hairy : the Htn^ 
bus of it is expanded, horizontal, fexfid, with 
ppiated lafinU,^ th^f laments arc commonly 

five 
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five in number, fometimes fix, and even feven^ 
all very fliort, and faftcned about the middle 
of the tube. The anibera are erefted, of 
equal breadth; many times as long again as 
the filaments , and touch each other at the 
limbus : the germen is almoft Found : the two 
Jiylufes^ which are joined together, are thread- 
fhaped : the two jHgmas are fimple : x^tjlem 
is round, hairy, brownifli : the leaves arc 
oppofite, lanceolated, petiolated, not divided, 
reflefted, have five nerves, and are downy, 
particularly below. The flowers fit clofe to- 
gether at the ends of the branches ; they are 
yellow, and have fometimes oval, white, pe- 
tiolated bradea. The feed capflile is oblong, 
unilocular. Thc/eeds are numerous and very 
fmall. It grows near the {hore among the 
Zanthexylum trifoUatwn, and in other places. 



The 23d of September, 

A^ornzK boat with porcellane came to our 
ihip. The air was fine. 

Kay-po-t, Dlodon ocellatus {Tetrodon ocellatiis 
Linn.) is one of the fineft fiih I ever faw, but fo 
poifonous that whoever eats of it generally dies 

in 
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in two hours time. • The Chinefef who affirmed , 
the f aft, feeing me take the filh-into my hands, 
carneftly defired me to wafli myfelf^ adding 
that it is forbidden under fome great penalty, 
to be fold among other filh. It is ,very like to 
the Tetrodon lagocephalon^ and is able to blow 
itfelf up, which makes its JFore part look like 
the breaft of a cropper pigeon. Yet it differs 
in fome things from the laft mentioned filh, 
as in the number of rays in the back-fin, which 
is feldora found to vary in the fame fpecies : 
the fame like wife happens to it fometimes wit^h 
refpeft to the other fins ; not to mention the 
colour, and fome lefs conftant marks, which ' 
howev€r,'upon the whole, diftinguifh it pretty - 
well from all other filhes. 

This fifli has an opercmum branchioflegum 
on each fide : the dorfal-fin is fingle, direftly 
oppofite, the anal-fin is oval, and has fifteen 
rays : the pe6loraUjin has eighteen divided rays. 
It has no ventral-fins. The analfin is oval, 
and has eleven rays : the Jf^f/ is truncated, and 
has eight ramofe rays : the two laft fins are 
moveable according to the filh's inclination.

In the midft of the mouth two teifA 
are vifible> which are covered with moveable 
lips: the tongue is fomcwhat round: thteyes 
are fmall, naked, and round : the pupil in the 
eye is black: jhtirides are yellbW: the rio- 
ftrils are finally and clofe to the . eyes* The 
fi(h was taken .in the river at Canton ; and a 
civil failor, who was prefent when the Chiri^ 
caught it, gave it to me. '

was fliot about the rice fields, whither it refoft- 
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cd to feek its lirelihood among the rice. It

. butcher-bird> Ediv^ 54* Its fliape is, as fol- 
lows : thp bill is fliort and narrow, the upf^ 
jaw is the longeft, it is iharp and bent atthe 
pojijit. Near the head it has feven or more 
briftles : the lower jaw is fpotted : the tongue 
is lacerated at the point: the feven //z/Vy^j- 
ihers are long, but the raiddleraoft are longer 
than, the reft : its forehead is black, and about 
the eyes there is the fame colour. The win^s 
^e black at the top; but below, and in par- 
ticular on the infide, they are whitifli, and 
outwardly quite white: the head^ the neck, 
and the fore-part of the back, are afti-coloured : 
the hind part of the back, and the uropygium 
' are red : it is red mixed with white at the top. 
The thighs arc covered with down : the legs 
' and feet are naked, and blackilh. It has three 
fore-toes ; and one hind-ioe, which is as long 
as the middle fore-toe. 



The 27 th of September. 
Generally clear weather. 

I CR0SS£D 
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I CROSSED over in a Chinefe boat to tic? 
hantjh yiandy which ihe Chinefe call %fmng^ 
liao. ,This is anjfland Without woods, only 
feparated from the French JJland by a ftream i 
but is exiftly like it in. regard to the qus^lity ot 
the foil, arid hasj like the former, hills/ culti-^ 
vated valiies, and rife iSelds in the^ loW places 
l^y the river fide. There is feldoth any thio§ 
planted on the hills, fmce it wotild be burnt 
up by the fun, and the cowherds keep the 
cattle upon them* In fodie places were Chi-- 
nefe graves, towards the river of Cantmi but 
here we faw European ones* 

I HERE met with fhe following natural cu-* 
tiofities :
